SEPTEMBER 8, 1923 — JANUARY 11, 2009 


Mr. Bean was a life long resident of Wolfeboro and 
was known as the self proclaimed Mayor of Wolfeboro. He 
was a veteran having served in the U.S. Navy as a flight 
instructor during World War II. Mr. Bean proudly marched, in 
his uniform, in the Memorial Day, Fourth of July and the 
Veteran's Day Parades. 

Howard received the Mason’s Community Builders 
Award and the Paul Harris Fellow Award. He was a member 
of the Morning Star Masonic Lodge 17, Wolfeboro Rotary, 
American Legion Harriman-Hale Post 18 and was a former 
member of the Governor Wentworth School Board.

Town Warrant. Voting for elected officials and final voting on 
the Town Warrant will take place on Tuesday, the 9" day of 
March, 2010 in the Undercroft of the All Saint's Episcopal 
Church from 8:00 A.M. to 7:00 P.M. 


ARTICLE 1: To choose one (1) Selectman for three (3) 
years, one (1) Treasurer for one (1) year, one (1) Moderator 
for two (2) years, one (1) Library Trustee for three (3) years, 
one (1) Police Commissioner for three (3) years, three (3) 
Budget Committee Members for three (3) years, two (2) 
Planning Board Members for three (3) years, one (1) Trustee 
of Trust Funds for three (3) years and one (1) Supervisor of 
the Checklist for six (6) years. 


ARTICLE 2: Agriculture Commission recommended 
changes to the Zoning 

Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 1 as 
proposed by the Planning Board for the Wolfeboro Planning 
and Zoning Ordinance as follows: 


amend the zoning ordinance to require that agricultural 
activities in the wetlands conservation overlay district and 
the aquifer protection overlay district be conducted in 
accordance with New Hampshire Department of Agriculture 
or Industry Best Management Practices, and 
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amend the zoning ordinance to remove “keeping or 
harboring of domestic animals not generally considered 
household pets” as a permitted use in the General 
Residential Districts (GR 1, GR 2 and GR3) and the 
Agricultural District and to add “the keeping or harboring of 
all livestock in accordance with NH Dept. of Agriculture’s 
Best Management Practices” as a permitted use in those 
districts, and 


amend the zoning ordinance to remove “keeping or 
harboring of domestic animals not generally considered 
household pets” as a special exception use in the General 
Residential Districts (GR 1, GR 2 and GR3), and 


amend the zoning ordinance to replace “farming” with “Farm, 
Agriculture, Farming in accordance with NH Dept. of 
Agriculture's Best Management Practices” in all zoning 
districts, and 


amend the zoning ordinance to remove commercial breeding 
of animals as a permitted use in the Agricultural District 
since the use is permitted in the proposed definition of 
“Farm, Agriculture, Farming” making this use category 
redundant. 


amend various definitions in the zoning ordinance to adopt 
State definitions relating to agriculture as those definitions 
are set forth in RSA 21:34-a, 674:32-a and 674:32-b, and 
further 


amend the definition of Horticultural Establishments to be 
“an establishment for the sale of flowers, fruit, vegetables, 
and nursery stock”? 


ARTICLE 3: Central Business District 

Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 2 as 
proposed by the Planning Board for the Wolfeboro Planning 
and Zoning Ordinance as follows: amend the existing 
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Central Business District and adopt the new zoning district 
boundary as shown on the proposed zoning map for the 
Town of Wolfeboro to expand the Central Business District 
boundaries to include areas adjacent to the current Central 
Business District, streamline the approval process for 
proposed uses within existing buildings, establish baseline 
design standards to ensure that new development maintains 
the streetscape and pedestrian orientation, and require basic 
buffering requirements when development is adjacent to a 
residential district? 


ARTICLE 4: Conservation Subdivision 

Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 3 as 
proposed by the Planning Board for the Wolfeboro Planning 
and Zoning Ordinance as follows: repeal the existing 
ARTICLE XXIV, Open Space Residential Development 
Option and adopt in its place a new ARTICLE XXIV, Open 
Space Residential Development Option to allow an 
alternative to the basic provisions of conventional residential 
subdivision practices; encourage the environmentally sound 
development of land and provide for the preservation of 
open space, the protection of natural resources and the 
creation of attractive living environments, and provide for a 
diversity of lot sizes, building densities and housing choices 
to accommodate a variety of age and income groups, and 
residential preferences, so that the community's population 
diversity may be maintained; and require the development of 
Subdivisions as Conservation Subdivisions unless the 
proposal complies with the exemptions contained in the 
proposed ordinance? 


ARTICLE 5: New Names of Zoning Districts 

Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 4 as 
proposed by the Planning Board for the Wolfeboro Planning 
and Zoning Ordinance as follows: amend and consolidate 
the existing Planning and Zoning Districts and adopt the new 
zoning district boundaries as shown on the proposed zoning 
map for the Town of Wolfeboro to establish district 
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boundaries based on availability of infrastructure (sewer and 
water) and proximity to central services and to establish 
development density based on infrastructure and proximity 
to services (Smart Growth principles); and to rename the 
districts as follows: Village Residential, Residential, General 
Residential, Rural Residential and Agricultural Residential? 


ARTICLE 6: Small Wind Energy Ordinance 

Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 5 as 
proposed by the Planning Board for the Wolfeboro Planning 
and Zoning Ordinance by as follows: Adopt Article XXX to 
allow for and regulate small wind energy systems in 
accordance with RSA 674:62-66, and the purposes outlined 
in RSA 672:1-lll-a, permit a property owner to construct a 
single conventional small wind energy system or up to three 
vertical Axis small wind energy systems in appropriate 
locations for their personal energy needs and net metering, 
while protecting the public’s health, safety and welfare, and 
provide a permitting process for small wind energy systems 
to ensure compliance with the provisions of the requirements 
and standards established of the proposed ordinance? 


ARTICLE 7: Revisions to the Boathouse Ordinance 

Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 6 as 
proposed by the Planning Board for the Wolfeboro Planning 
and Zoning Ordinance as follows: amend Article IX, Section 
175-65, C. of the Planning and Zoning Ordinance to define a 
boathouse as an accessory structure to a residence? 


ARTICLE 8: Revisions to Zoning Ordinance Definition of 
Boardinghouse and Dormitory 

Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 7 as 
proposed by the Planning Board for the Wolfeboro Planning 
and Zoning Ordinance as follows: redefine “Boardinghouse,” 
as a dwelling for not more than 10 occupants; define 
“Dormitory,” as a building to provide housing for not more 
than 8 occupants, including a resident manager; and permit 
“Dormitory by special exception within the Proposed 
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Residential District or the exiting GR1, General Residential 
District? 


ARTICLE 9: Petition — Abolishment of the Historic 
District Commission 

Are you in favor of abolishing the Wolfeboro Historic District 
Commission as proposed by Petition of the Voters of the 
Town of Wolfeboro? 

(Not recommended by the Planning Board) 


ARTICLE 10: Petition — Creating a Second Historic 
District Commission 

To see if the Town will vote to establish a Historic District 
Commission that oversees the Cotton Mountain Portion of 
the existing Historic District, located in East Wolfeboro, 
consisting of five members and three alternates as 
appointed by the Board of Selectmen (RSA 673:1 II and 
673:4) and in accordance with and retaining the existing 
Article XXIX establishment and Regulations Section 1754- 
192-204 (including Purpose, Guidelines, Duties, and 
Authority) with the exception of 175-197 A(1-9) as defined in 
Wolfeboro’s Zoning Ordinance established by 1977 Town 
Meeting vote, as amended, and all applicable State statutes, 
if the Warrant Article to abolish the Historic District 
Commission is passed. 


Current Cotton Mountain Historic district Boundaries would 
remain unchanged as established per zoning ordinance 175- 
197 B (1, 2, 3) as follows: 

(1) Stoneham Road from the Brookfield Town line to 
Stoddard Road, excluding that area already included 
in the North Wolfeboro Historic District. 

(2) Jenness Farm Road (Dallas Road) from Stoneham 
Road to Cotton Valley Road excluding Tax Map 18, 
Block 9, Lots 2, 3, and 4 (New Tax Map 137, Lots 4, 
3, and 2). 

(3) The North Wakefield Road from Stoneham Road to 
the Wakefield Town line. 
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lf the Warrant Article to abolish the Historic District 
Commission is not passed, the above Warrant Article 
becomes moot. 

(Not recommended by the Planning Board) 


ARTICLE 11: Center Street Drainage Upgrades 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of Six Hundred Thousand dollars ($600,000) for completing 
phase 2 of the upgrades to the drainage system in the 
Center Street Area which will include, but is not limited 
to construction of the Glendon Street outfall and the 
cleaning and culvert upgrade of the Center Street 
outfall, said sum to be in addition to any federal, state or 
private funds made available therefor, and further to 
authorize the issuance of not more than six hundred 
thousand dollars ($600,000) of bonds or notes for these 
purposes in accordance with RSA Chapter 33, Municipal 
Finance Act, and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to 
issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and to determine 
the rate of interest, maturity and other terms for this purpose. 
(Recommended by Board of Selectmen by a vote of 5-0) 
(Recommended by Budget Committee by a vote of 8-0) 

(3/5 vote required) 


ARTICLE 12: Replace Water Lines in Glendon and 
Lehner Street and Other Downtown Streets 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of Six Hundred Thousand dollars ($600,000) to replace the 
water mains and appurtenances in Glendon and Lehner 
Streets and other streets in downtown Wolfeboro, said 
sum to be in addition to any federal, state or private funds 
made available therefor, and further to authorize the 
issuance of not more than six hundred thousand ($600,000) 
of bonds or notes for these purposes in accordance with 
RSA Chapter 33, Municipal Finance Act, and to authorize 
the Board of Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds 
or notes and to determine the rate of interest, maturity and 
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other terms for this purpose. Without impairing the status of 
these bonds or notes as general obligations of the Town, it is 
intended that the payment of all principal and interest on said 
bonds or notes shall be paid from the Water Enterprise 
Fund. This project will not cause any increase in tax 
rates. 

(Recommended by Board of Selectmen by a vote of 5-0) 
(Recommended by Budget Committee by a vote of 8-0) 

(3/5 vote required) 


ARTICLE 13: ADA Improvements-Pop Whalen Arena 

To see whether the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of One Hundred Fifteen Thousand Five Hundred 
Forty-six dollars ($115,546) for the purpose of designing 
and constructing Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA)- 
compliant entrances and restrooms at Pop Whalen 
Arena, said sum to be in addition to any federal, state, or 
private funds made available therefor, and further to 
authorize the issuance of not more than one hundred fifteen 
thousand five hundred forty-six dollars ($115,546) of bonds 
or notes for these purposes in accordance with RSA Chapter 
33, Municipal Finance Act, and to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and 
to determine the rate of interest, maturity and other terms for 
this purpose. Without impairing the status of these bonds or 
notes as general obligations of the Town, it is intended that 
the portion of principal and interest on said bonds 
which is allocable to fifty percent (50%) of the cost of 
the improvements at the Pop Whalen Arena shall be 
paid from the Pop Whalen Enterprise Fund. 
(Recommended by Board of Selectmen by a vote of 5-0) 
(Recommended by Budget Committee by a vote of 8-0) 

(3/5 vote required) 


ARTICLE 14: Reconstruct and Resurface baste and 
Tennis Courts at Foss Field 

To see whether the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Two Hundred Thousand dollars ($200,000) for

Moderator Randy Walker opened the Deliberative Session at 
7 PM. He stated Article 1 is related to the election of Town 
Officials & Selectmen. He stated Articles 2 through 10 are 
related to the Town of Wolfeboro’s Planning & Zoning 
Ordinance; noting the Planning Board held the statutory 
public hearings required for such. He reviewed the SB2 
process for the Deliberative Session and informed the public 
of the Town vote on March 10, 2009. 


Moderator Walker read Article 11 as follows; 
ARTICLE 11: Repairs and Improvements at Brewster 
Memorial Town Hall 
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To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of Seven Hundred Fifty Thousand Dollars ($750,000) for the 
purpose of carrying out essential maintenance, repairs and 
improvements to the Brewster Memorial Town Hall facility, 
including ADA accessibility improvements to key public 
areas and related design and construction supervision 
Services, so as to prevent further deterioration of the building 
and minimize potential legal action against the Town, and 
further to authorize the issuance of not more than seven 
hundred fifty thousand dollars ($750,000) of bonds or notes 
for these purposes in accordance with RSA Chapter 33, 
Municipal Finance Act, and to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and 
to determine the rate of interest, maturity, and other terms 
for this purpose. 

(Recommended by Board of Selectmen) 

(Recommended by Budget Committee) 

(3/5 vote required) 


Referencing Articles 11 & 21, Linda Murray stated that after 
the defeat of the Brewster Memorial Hall restoration and 
renovation warrant article, the Board of Selectmen (BOS) 
established the Town Hall Options Committee (THOC). Its 
mission was to conduct a thorough examination and 
evaluation of all the options available to the Town to achieve 
the goal of attaining modern, safe, cost effective, energy 
efficient, ADA compliant Town Offices to accommodate the 
needs of the Town departments and the public. In the event 
Brewster Memorial Hall is not selected as an option, a 
reallocation plan for the property (land & building) would be 
developed. The THOC recommended the following; give 
further consideration to the concept of constructing new 
Town Offices at the Community Center / Electric Plant sites 
and adjoining lands (Lehner Street project), give further 
consideration to the concept of a reduced scope / lower cost 
renovation / restoration of Brewster Memorial Hall based on 
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_ the original design work of McGinley Kalsow & Associates 


and initiate actions for immediate essential maintenance and 
repairs on Brewster Memorial Hall. If Brewster Memorial 
Hall is not chosen for the location of the Town Offices, 
retaining the Brewster Memorial Hall on the National Historic 
Registry is believed to be a major factor in maintaining the 
Wolfeboro image as The Oldest Summer Resort in America 
and reinforces efforts to maintain Wolfeboro’s wide spread 
reputation as an attractive tourist destination. Prior to any 
decision to permanently move the Town Offices from 
Brewster Memorial Hall to any other location, a fiscally 
sound plan / proposal for long term use of Brewster 
Memorial Hall must be finalized. Failing this, the Town will 
be faced with the burden of an inherently valuable historic 
town focal point sitting abandoned in its midst. The 
importance of this step cannot be overstated. 


It was moved by Dwight Devork and seconded by Sarah 
Silk to amend Article 11 as follows; strike “$750,000” 
and replace with “$524,000” and insert “life safety” 
between “and improvements” (lines 2 & 3). 


Discussion of the amendment: 

Dwight Devork noted the following tax rate impact; $0 in 
2009 and 6 cents per thousand in 2010. He noted the 
following proposed repairs; installation of life safety sprinkler 
system throughout the building, installation of new forced hot 
air heating systems, fire alarm system, ADA ramp at front 
entry, installation of new floor in the meeting room, insulate 
first floor ceiling and basement ceiling, add storm window 
inserts on first floor, replace 6 exterior doors and repair 
gutter and slate roof. CCI Construction provided the 
estimate for the improvements under the assistance of 
Richard O’Donnell. At the time of the submittal deadline for 
warrant articles, a placeholder number was needed because 
an estimate had not been received. 
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Henry Maxfield stated he is against any amendment that 
implies any hope of the Town Hall being what it is now. The 
Town Hall is a symbol of the old Wolfeboro. 


Bob Lemaire stated the lower cost was done outside the 
public’s view and questioned whether a construction bid was 
received. 


Linda Murray stated it is a cost estimate. 


Bob Lemaire stated the cost estimate includes $200,000 that 
are marked for allowances and questioned whether such 
would be adequate for the proposed improvements. He 
questioned how an overrun would be covered. 


Linda Murray stated that once the BOS received an email 
from Tom Zotti stating the life safety issues need to be 
addressed, the BOS began working on such in addition to 
repairs that would maintain the building estimate for costs 
related to such. On December 29, 2008, Sarah Silk 
discussed the issue in public in addition, the BOS released 
the information to the public. She stated she believes the 
amount will be enough. 


Bob Lemaire questioned what other improvements beyond 
the sprinklers and fire alarms required by the Fire 
Department were included from the McGinley Kalsow plan; 
noting that it is being implied to the people that CCI’s 
estimate is based on the preliminary work congruent with 
such. He stated he does not see any similarities. 


Richard O’Donnell stated the Town paid $500,000 for the 
plans from McGinley Kalsow which provided a guideline for 
the cost estimate for the repairs. He reviewed the proposed 
improvements. 
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Dwight Devork stated the proposed improvements are not a 
replication of the efforts of McGinley & Kalsow plans rather; 

it's a repair and improvement to the efficiency of the building 
to make it habitable for the immediate future. 


Richard O'Donnell stated the masonry work, flashing and 
gutters were identified on the plan; noting the article reflects 
a repair of the building versus a replacement. 


Bob Lemaire questioned whether the copper flashing would 
be replaced. 


Richard O'Donnell replied no, the copper flashing would be 
repaired. 


Barbara Jackson questioned the length of the bond and what 
would happen to the employees during the repairs. 


Linda Murray stated the demolition work is proposed to 
occur Friday — Sunday with the Town Offices closed on 
Friday. The BOS have not discussed the length of the bond 
and stated that regardless of such, the improvements add to 
the value of the building. The building is an asset and no 
repairs have been done to date. 


Henry Maxfield questioned whether upon completion would 
the improvements accommodate the present functions. 


Linda Murray replied yes. 


It was moved by Dwight Devork and seconded by Sarah 
Silk to amend Article 11 as follows; strike “$750,000” 
and replace with “$524,000” and insert “life safety” 
between “and improvements” (lines 2 & 3). The motion 
passed. 
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Joyce Davis stated she is in favor of Article 11. The THOC 
reached consensus and near unanimity in favor of the 
proposed improvements and recommendation for Brewster 
Memorial Hall. The proposed improvements improve the 
working conditions for the employees in the short term and 
buys time until a final decision is made. 


A member of the public questioned how the impact of the tax 
rate could be estimated if the length of the bond is unknown. 


Dave Owen stated the estimate was based on a 20 year 
bond however, noted the BOS has not taken a position on 
the length of the bond. 


Kathy Eaton questioned whether the improvements would 
bring the building up to code in every way and would the 
improvements alleviate the dreadful working conditions 
currently being endured by Town employees. 


Linda Murray stated the improvements would meet the life 
safety codes however, would not address all ADA issues for 
the Annex. 


Richard O'Donnell stated the improvements would address 
the code violations directly related to the life safety of the 
employees. 


Bob Lemaire stated that during the restoration, industrial 
hygienists determined the levels of lead, mold and asbestos 
in the building; noting the estimate to remove all the 
asbestos was $20,000. The improvements proposed three 
independent hot air heating systems placed in the basement 
of the building and questioned whether one of the systems 
would be installed in the room with the asbestos 
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_ contamination and, if so, would it not be more prudent to 


remove the asbestos. 


Richard O'Donnell stated there is a budget item for removal 
of asbestos; noting the location of the old boiler would be 
isolated and the asbestos on the old pipes would be 
removed when the employees are not in the workplace. 


- Sarah Silk stated there is no need for total removal if the 


area where the asbestos is located is not being accessed. 


Dwight Devork stated the Annex building is the location of 
the old boilers and such has been sealed off for many years 
with no admittance to regular usage and is not in use by 
employees. The new heating system includes duct work 
wrapped in fiberglass and is shielded from the existing area 
in basement. 


It was moved by Dwight Devork and seconded by Sarah 
Silk to not reconsider Article 11. The motion passed. 


It was moved by Bob Lemaire and seconded by Alan 
Kasiowicz to revise the order of the Articles; move 
Article 15 to Article 12. 


Discussion of motion: 

Peter Roessiger stated the request is to revise the order of 
the Articles; move Article 15 to be placed directly after Article 
11 thus becoming Article 12 on the warrant and ballot and to 
renumber the other articles as necessary. 


Bob Lemaire stated Article 15 competes with Article 11 and 
to segregate the articles would do the voters a disservice if 
separated. 
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Linda Murray stated Article 21, the second recommendation 
by THOC, addresses the Lehner Street site and feasibility 
study for such. The warrant article is not bonded therefore, 
cannot be moved up in order due to State statute. She 
requested the order be kept as is. 


Suzanne Ryan expressed support of the amendment. 
Kristi Ginter stated she is in favor of the amendment. 


Kathy Eaton questioned the rationale for the request for 
secret ballot. 


Bob Lemaire stated the issue is controversial within the 
Town and felt it would be the fairest way to protect the 
anonymity of Town employees and residents present. 


It was moved by Bob Lemaire and seconded by Alan 
Kasiowicz to revise the order of the Articles; move 
Article 15 to Article 12. Hand count: 111 voted in favor, 
81 opposed. The motion passed. 


Moderator Walker read Article 15 (now Article 12) as follows; 
ARTICLE 15: Petition Article for Town Office Facilities 

To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $895,000. for the purpose of acquiring new town office 
facilities, as follows: to purchase for the sum of $360,000. 
land and a building owned by Ocean Bank at 12 Varney 
Road, identified as Tax Map 203, Lots 80 & 81, to be used 
for town offices, with an additional sum not to exceed 
$60,000. to fit-up this property to better serve as town offices 
and to move certain employees, records, and equipment 
from the current town offices at Brewster Memorial Hall to 
this location; further, to purchase for the sum of $375,000. 
properties now owned by the Eastman Family Trust on 
Varney Road, identified as Tax Map 203, Lots 82, 85, 86, 87, 
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and 90, which together comprise approximately 1.48 acres, 
for development as additional town office facilities, with an 
additional sum not to exceed $100,000. for researching real 
estate title, land surveying, site engineering, architectural 
design, and other preliminary expenses reasonably 
associated with the purchase and development of these 
properties. Finally, to authorize the issuance of not more 
than $895,000. of bonds or notes to fund this appropriation 
in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance 
Act (RSA 33) and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to 
issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and to determine 
the rate of interest thereon, maturity, and other terms and 
conditions of such borrowing.

(Not Recommended by Board of Selectmen) 

(Not Recommended by Budget Committee) 

(3/5 Vote Required) 


It was moved by Bob Lemaire and seconded to amend 
Article 15 as follows; strike “$895,000” (lines 1 & 12) & 
replace with “$870,000”, strike “$375,000” (line 7) & 
replace with “$350,000”, strike “90” (line 8) and strike 
“1.48 acres” (line 8) and replace with “1.1 acres”. 


Discussion of the amendment: 

Bob Lemaire stated the amendment removes for 
consideration one of the five original lots therefore reduces 
the price. As the deadline approached the Eastman’s 
requested to include Lot 90 so that the Town would own all 
of the land that had rights to the original 19"" century pass 
way however, it was determined that the adjacent lot on 
North Main Street also has deeded rights to Lot 90. 


Henry Maxfield stated he is opposed to the amendment. 
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Suzanne Ryan stated the Moderator has a request for secret 
ballot. 


Moderator Walker reviewed the process for secret ballot; 
noting the following voters requested such; Bob Jones, Peter 
Roessiger, Bob Lemaire, Alan Kasiowicz and Suzanne 
Ryan. 


It was moved by Bob Lemaire and seconded to amend 
Article 15 as follows; strike “$895,000” (lines 1 & 12) & 
replace with “$870,000”, strike “$375,000” (line 7) & 
replace with “$350,000”, strike “90” (line 8) and strike 
“1.48 acres” (line 8) and replace with “1.1 acres”. Hand 
count: 141 voted in favor, 71 opposed. The motion 
passed. 


Bob Lemaire reviewed the history of the formation of 
TOCAG. He stated TOCAG researched activities of 
municipal and commercial buildings in the area, negotiated 
with land owners to obtain fair prices, publicized information, 
commissioned UNH Survey Center to conduct a mail survey; 
noting 95% of Wolfeboro voters want to do something now 
with the condition of Brewster Memorial Hall and 60% of 
voters feel that soending money on the building is not 
considered an acceptable solution. The BOS have produced 
a competing warrant article with no expressed solution for 
the building. He reviewed the current conditions of the 
Ocean Bank building. 


Alan Kasiowicz stated the majority of responses of the 
survey held the Varney Road option as the one they valued 
the most. There is a residual concern with what would be 
done with Brewster Memorial Hall relative to investment and 
preservation. 
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Jeff Kingman, Chocorua Group, has a concept for Brewster 
Memorial Town Hall; rehab and restore through private 
investment. Such would create 30+ jobs, place the property 
back on the tax roll and restore the second floor to a 
performing arts center, meeting space and second release 
movie venue. 


Bob Jones stated he is in favor of the article. 


Dick Hamilton noted negative publicity regarding the Town 
Hall and questioned the unbiased nature of the UNH survey 
in that the survey is noted as the basis for the Varney Road 
proposal. He stated he is opposed to the article. 


Richard O'Donnell stated the Lehner Street option was the 
only option submitted by the THOC that was supported by 
TOCAG;; noting that neither the BOS nor the Budget 
Committee supports the Varney Road proposal. He 
reviewed unknown costs associated with such (wetland 
issues, feasibility of ability for new construction and Right-of- 
Way issues). He reviewed White Mountain Survey Co. Inc.’s 
review of the proposal. He stated he is opposed to the 
article. 


It was moved by Kathy Eaton and seconded by Chris 
Ginter to amend Article 15 to strike’870,000” to 
“$420,000” (lines 1 & 12), place a period after 
“employees” (line 5) and strike lines 5 through 12 
beginning with “records” & ending with “properties”. 


Moderator Walker asked whether the intent is to bond the 
article. 


Kathy Eaton questioned the tax impact.

Moderator Walker read Article 21 as follows; 

ARTICLE 21: Site Evaluation of Lehner Street Lots 

To see of the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of seventy-five thousand dollars ($75,000) to undertake 
a feasibility study to include, but not limited to: an 
environmental site assessment, survey, wetlands delineation 
and preliminary site design of a building, pedestrian access, 
parking, and all necessary improvements for storm water 
management, of Tax Map 217, Lot 71, and Tax Map 278, Lot 
2 and other land surrounding Town-owned property on 
Lehner Street for a town hall building or another municipal 
use.

Linda Murray reviewed the history of land purchases by the 
Town (RIB site, Moody property and the Library). The 
feasibility study would include a survey, wetland delineation, 
pedestrian access, parking, preliminary site design of the 
building, environmental site assessment, cost of demolition 
of Community Center and Electric building, necessary 
improvements for storm water management and additional 
land purchase for building. 
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It was moved by Suzanne Ryan and seconded to strike 
all of the language of the article; the article to read “To 
see.” 


_ Discussion of the amendment: 

_ Suzanne Ryan stated TM #218-2 is private property, trustee 
being James Walgreen and expressed concern for said 
property being included in the survey noted in the article with 
no written agreement between the Town and the owner to 
conduct the study or purchase the property. She questioned 
spending taxpayer money on\\for a study on private property 
and noted the Walgreen property is not currently managed 
by NH DES however, is scheduled for such this coming 
spring. The Town would be taking on another polluted site 
and the article is not the best use of taxpayer's money and 
would confuse the voters of the Town Hall options and other 
municipal uses. As President of the Wolfeboro Citizen and 
Taxpayers Association, she does not support the article. 


Kristi Ginter stated she is in favor of the amendment as the 
article dilutes the options to the voters. 


John Foster verified the amendment renders the article 
useless. He stated the article should be voted on as written.

Suzanne Ryan stated it was not the intent of the THOC to 
have two competing warrant articles on the ballot. She 
stated she is against work being done on the Walgreen lot of 
which the owner has not conveyed any written authorization 
to do so. 


lt was moved and seconded to terminate debate on the 
amendment. The motion passed. 


It was moved by Suzanne Ryan and seconded fo strike 
all of the language of the article; the article to read “To 
see.” The motion failed. 


It was moved by Suzanne Ryan and seconded to strike 
“75,000” (line 2) & replace with “$25,000” and strike 
“Tax Map 218, Lot 2” (line 5). 


Discussion of the motion: 

Steve Buck questioned the legality by the Town to spend 
taxpayer money to conduct improvements on private 
property. 


Linda Murray stated the Town would speak to Mr. Walgreen 
prior to anything being done. 


Mark Puffer stated the article speaks to a feasibility study 
and not to do improvements therefore, it is legal. 


Bob Lemaire stated the article is premature. 


Fred Stephens stated he spoke with Jim Walgreen and 
discussed the interest of the THOC and possibility of using 
his land and abutments to the Town’s land for the Town Hall. 
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He stated Mr. Walgreen stated he was willing to speak to the 
Town regarding such and is hopeful he could be of help. 


Suzanne Ryan stated such is hearsay.

To see whether the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of two hundred fifty thousand dollars ($250,000) for 
the purpose of designing and constructing Americans with 
Disabilities Act (ADA)-compliant entrances and restrooms at 
the following Town facilities: Carry Beach bathhouse; 
Brewster Beach bathhouse, and Pop Whalen arena, and 
further to authorize the issuance of not more than two 
hundred fifty thousand dollars ($250,000) of bonds or notes 
for these purposes in accordance with RSA Chapter 33, 
Municipal Finance Act, and to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and 
to determine the rate of interest, maturity and other terms for 
this purpose.

It was moved by Dave Senecal and seconded to amend 
Article 12 by striking the last sentence of the article and 
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insert the following in place of such; “Without impairing 
the status of these bonds or notes as general obligation ~ 
of the Town, it is intended that the portion of principal 
and interest on said bonds which is allocable to 50% of 
the cost of the improvements at the Pop Whalen Arena 
shall be paid from the Pop Whalen Enterprise Fund.” 


Discussion of the amendment: 
Dave Senecal stated the Bond Council recommended the 
amendment. 


Moderator Walker read Article 13 as follows; 

ARTICLE 13: Replace Water Lines in Union and School 
Streets | 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of two hundred sixty thousand dollars ($260,000) to replace 
the water mains and appurtenances in Union and School 
Streets in downtown Wolfeboro, and further to authorize the 
issuance of not more than two hundred sixty thousand 
($260,000) of bonds or notes for these purposes in 
accordance with RSA Chapter 33, Municipal Finance Act, 
and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue and 
negotiate such bonds or notes and to determine the rate of 
interest, maturity and other terms for this purpose. Payment 
of all principal and interest on said bond or note shall be 
from the Water Enterprise Fund. This project will not cause 
any increase in tax rates.

(3/5 vote required) 


It was moved by Sarah Silk and seconded to amend 
Article 13 by inserting “and other streets” in between 
“Streets” & “in” (line 3). 
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Sarah Silk stated the existing water lines were installed in 
the 1890's; noting there are considerable issues with such. 
The article proposes the replacement of 1,000’ of water main 
with 8” cement lined ductile iron. 


Dave Ford stated the amendment is related to an economic 
stimulus package and the article is part of the Downtown 
Streets Project. Due to the desire of the BOS and the 
economic conditions, the project has been down scaled to 
only water lines on Union and School Street. 


Doug Cady questioned the exclusion of sewer lines. 


Dave Ford stated the sewer lines on Union Street are in 
decent condition however, noted that work is necessary on 
School Street to reduce inflow and infiltration. Money was 
appropriated at last Town Meeting for the latter; noting said 
work would be done in conjunction with the improvements 
noted in Article 13. 


It was moved by Sarah Silk and seconded to amend 
Article 13 by inserting “and other streets” in between 
“Streets” & “in” (line 3). The motion passed. 


lt was moved by Sarah Silk and seconded by Joyce 
Davis to not reconsider Article 13. The motion passed. 


Moderator Walker read Article 14 as follows; 

ARTICLE 14: Repairs and Improvements to the Railroad 
Station 

To see whether the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of One Hundred Forty Five Thousand Dollars 
($145,000) for the purpose of making needed repairs to the 
Town-owned Railroad Station facility, where repairs will 
include, but not be limited to, replacing the roof, repairing or 
replacing rotten wood, insulating the building, and scraping 
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and painting the building, and further to authorize the 
issuance of not more than One Hundred Forty Five 
Thousand Dollars ($145,000) of bonds or notes for these 
purposes in accordance with RSA Chapter 33, Municipal 
Finance Act, and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to 
issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and to determine 
the rate of interest, maturity, and other terms for this 
purpose. 

(Recommended by the Board of Selectmen) 

(Not Recommended by the Budget Committee) 

(3/5 vote required) 


Dwight Devork stated Town buildings have not been well 
maintained over the years and the goal of the BOS is to 
conduct repairs and improvements to buildings. He stated 
the proposed improvements include a new roof, 
repair/replace rotten wood, insulate and scrape and paint the 
building. The Wolfeboro Nursery School and Wolfeboro 
Area Chamber of Commerce have difficulty heating the 
space due to lack of insulation. 


Kurt Dietzer questioned why the article was not supported by 
the Budget Committee. 


Scott Smith stated the Committee felt the article was 
premature and conflicted with Article 20. It was explained to 
the Committee that the improvements noted in the article 
could be just the start of the repairs and more repairs are to 
come. 


Member of the public, Wolfeboro Nursery School, stated she 
supports the article; noting the need for immediate repair as 
the school has to close down because the State requires the 
school to maintain a temperature of 65 degrees however, 
they are unable to maintain such in order to operate. 
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Dave Ford stated the Railroad Station is an old historic 

_ building and was purchased in 1950 for $5,000 for the 

_ purpose of demolishing the building. The roof is leaking and 
additional funds may be necessary to address mechanical or 
structural issues. 


Judy Breuninger stated she is in favor of the article. 


Joyce Davis stated the building repairs have become an 
emergency situation and need to be done. Town buildings 
have been sorely neglected for years and applauded the 
efforts by the BOS to address the issue. 


Barbara Jackson questioned the length of the bond and 
requested a short term bond or to be paid this year to cover 
the duration of the improvements. 


Dave Owen stated the assumption for the interest for the tax 
rate is a 20 year bond however, noted the BOS have not 
determined the length of the bond. 


Steve Buck questioned whether it would be possible for the 
Budget Committee to reconsider their recommendation. 


Scott Smith stated it was explained to the Committee that 
there could be potential structural issues therefore, the 
Committee supported the Town Buildings Evaluation. He 
stated the Committee is supportive of the roof repair. 


It was moved by Suzanne Ryan and seconded to amend 
Article 14 as follows; strike “$145,000” and replace with 
“$25,000 "(lines 2 & 6), strike “insulating the building, 
and scraping and painting the building, and further to 
authorize the issuance of not more than One Hundred 
Forty Five Thousand Dollars ($145,000) of bonds or 
notes for these purposes in accordance with RSA 
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Chapter 33, Municipal Finance Act, and to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds 
or notes and to determine the rate of interest, maturity, 
and other terms for this purpose.” (lines 4 through 9) 
and insert “in relation to the repairs of the roof and 
applying new architectural shingles” following “wood,” 
(line 4). 


Bob Jones stated he is in favor of the amendment. 


Steve Buck recommended the amendment include 
insulation. 


Dave Ford stated he retrieved quotes for the roof in addition 
to three quotes for the painting of the building. He noted 
many layers of paint exist on the building and stated he is 
unsure if there are issues with lead paint. 


Suzanne Ryan questioned the need for architectural 
services. 


Dave Ford stated there is a need for a qualified person for 
bid specification. 


Dick Hamilton stated Mr. Ford is more than capable of 
managing the improvements; noting opposition to the 
amendment. 


Bob Smart agreed with Mr. Hamilton. 
Kathy Eaton stated the improvements need to be done. 


It was moved by Suzanne Ryan and seconded to amend 
Article 14 as follows; strike “$145,000” and replace with 
“$25,000” (lines 2 & 6), strike “insulating the building, 
and scraping and painting the building, and further to 
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authorize the issuance of not more than One Hundred 
Forty Five Thousand Dollars ($145,000) of bonds or 
notes for these purposes in accordance with RSA 
Chapter 33, Municipal Finance Act, and to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds 
or notes and to determine the rate of interest, maturity, 
and other terms for this purpose.” (lines 4 through 9) 
and insert “in relation to the repairs of the roof and 
applying new architectural shingles” following “wood,” 
(line 4). The motion failed. 


It was moved by Joyce Davis and seconded to not 
reconsider Article 14. The motion passed. 


Moderator Walker read Article 16 as follows;

To see whether the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Two Hundred Fifty Thousand Dollars 
($250,000.00) for the purpose of acquiring Wolfeboro Tax 
Map Parcel 218-1, directly adjacent to the Glendon Street 
parking lot, said parcel of land to be used for public parking, 
and further to authorize the issuance of not more than Two 
Hundred Fifty Thousand Dollars ($250,000.00) of bonds or 
notes for the purpose in accordance with RSA Chapter 33, 
Municipal Finance Act, and to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and 
to determine the rate of interest, maturity, and other terms 
for this purpose. 

(Submitted by Petition)

(3/5 Vote Required) 


Roger Murray, Co-Chair of the Master Plan Greater 
Downtown Chapter Committee, stated the article / proposal 
is an outgrowth of that Committee. In the last thirty years the 
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population of the Town of Wolfeboro has more than doubled 
however, the need for parking to accommodate the growth 
has not been addressed. The article would meet the 
recommendations of the Master Plan and provide long term 
parking (more than 2 hours) opportunities for visitors. 


Chip Maxfield stated the parcel is well located, well priced; 
noting the size of the parcel in the Downtown area is 
unusual. The parcel is a five minute walk to either the 
Center Street area or the Downtown area. He reviewed 
recent sale prices of Downtown properties. 


Mike Cooper, President, Wolfeboro Area Chamber of 
Commerce, expressed support of the article. 


Suzanne Ryan stated she supports the article however, does 
not support the price for the purchase of the land. 


It was moved by Suzanne Ryan and seconded by Bob 
Jones to amend Article 16 as follows; strike “$250,000” 
& replace with “$176,000” (lines 2 & 5). 


Discussion of the amendment: 

Chip Maxfield stated he has had several conversations with 
Victor Drouin, owner, regarding the purchase price and 
noted that Mr. Drouin will not sell the property for less than 
the price noted in the article. Mr. Drouin would not be willing 
to sell the property for $176,000. 


Suzanne Ryan stated the Town is buying the liability to the 
property and questioned whether the price is negotiable. 


Chip Maxfield replied no. 
Kathy Eaton stated the Town needs parking and noted such

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| 80 parking spaces. She expressed support of the article, not 
| the amendment. 


| It was moved by Suzanne Ryan and seconded by Bob 

| Jones to amend Article 16 as follows; strike “$250,000”

failed. 


It was moved by Suzanne Ryan to amend Article 16 as 
follows; insert “owned by Green Mountain Realty Corp.” 
following “218-1,” (line 2). There being no second, the 
motion failed. 


lt was moved and seconded to not reconsider Article 16. 
The motion passed. 


Moderator Walker read Article 17 as follows; 

ARTICLE 17: 2009 Operating Budget 

Shall the Town raise and appropriate as an operating 
budget, not including appropriations by special warrant 
articles and other appropriations voted separately, the 
amounts set forth on the budget posted with the warrant or 
as amended by the vote of the first session, for the purposes 
set forth therein totaling $24,167,116. Should this article be 
defeated the operating budget shall be $23,705,337, which 
is the same as last year, with certain adjustments required 
by the previous action of the Town or by law; or the 
governing body may hold one_ special meeting, in 
accordance with RSA 40:13, X and XVI, to take up the issue 
of a revised operating budget only. 


NOTE: This Operating Budget warrant article does not 
include appropriations contained in ANY other warrant 
articles.

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John Burt reviewed the 2009 Operating Budget. 


Noting the decrease in interest rates, a member of the public 
questioned the efforts by the Town to reacquire lower 
interest bonds that have not met maturation. 


Pete Chamberlain stated occasionally the Bond Bank will 
refinance debt however, he is unaware whether Rural 
Development would allow for such. 


lt was moved and seconded to not reconsider Article 17. 
The motion passed. 


Moderator Walker read Article 18 as follows; 

ARTICLE 18: AFSCME Contract Agreement 

To see if the Town will vote to approve the cost items 
included in the collective bargaining agreement reached 
between the Board of Selectmen and Local #534 of the 
American Federation of State, County, and Municipal 
Employees (AFSCME) which calls for the following 
increases in salaries and benefits at the current staffing 
levels:

Linda Murray stated in 2007 the BOS established a Health 
Insurance Task Force which determined the Town would 

_ offer 3 health insurance policies as opposed to 6 policies. In 
2008 the Town hired Thornton & Associates to conduct a 

_ Pay & Classification Study which included an external 
market study and development of a compensation program. 
The study provided the Town with updated job descriptions 
for employees. Based on such, the Town negotiated new 
contracts with the AFSCME Unit #534 and the NEPBA Unit 
#39. The employees received health insurance savings and 
would receive a 2% raise in 2009 and a 2.5% raise in 2010. 


Moderator Walker read Article 19 as follows; 

ARTICLE 19: Police Union Contract Agreement 

To see if the Town will vote to approve the cost items 
included in the collective bargaining agreement reached 
between the Board of Selectmen and Local #39 of the New 
England Police Benevolent Association (NEPBA) which calls 
for the following increases in salaries and benefits at the 
current staffing levels:

Assets Management Plan 

To see whether the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Eighty Thousand Dollars ($80,000) for the 
purpose of obtaining a professional evaluation of the 
conditions of the following Town Buildings: Railroad Station, 
Dockside, Community Center, Library, Libby Museum, Public 
Safety Building, Highway Garages and the Solid Waste 
Facility, such evaluations to assess building conditions, 
identify and prioritize issues of concern and list required 
upgrades and their costs to protect the Town’s assets, make 
them more energy efficient and to develop a long-term 
Building Facilities Capital Assets Management Plan. 
(Recommended by the Board of Selectmen) 

(Recommended by the Budget Committee) 


Dave Senecal stated many Town buildings have not been 
evaluated and the evaluation results would assist with future 
maintenance and repairs. 


Richard O’Donnell questioned why Clark House was not 
included on the list of Town buildings to be evaluated. 
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Dave Senecal stated work was conducted on the school 
house two years prior. 


Judy Breuninger questioned why the Town Hall was not 
included. 


Linda Murray stated the Town spent $500,000 on 
architectural drawings that outline the deficiencies of the 
building. 


Bob Lemaire questioned whether the proposal contains a 
professional energy audit. 


Dave Senecal replied no. 


Bob Lemaire questioned vapor control and infrared imaging 
to determine heat loss. 


Dave Ford stated a RFQ would detail the scope of work and 
such could be included in the RFQ. 


Chuck Farrell questioned whether the Railroad Station has 
been evaluated. 


Dave Ford replied no. The evaluation would provide a 
baseline for an asset management plan for all facilities for 
the next 10-20 years noting the article came out of the 
recommendation of the energy audit (Energy Committee). 


Moderator Walker read Article 22 as follows; 

ARTICLE 22: Upgrade Town Roads 

To see whether the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of four hundred thousand dollars ($400,000) for 
upgrading Town roads and drainage systems. 
(Recommended by Board of Selectmen) 

(Recommended by Budget Committee) 
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Dave Ford stated the article includes finishing North Line 
Road and rebuilding culverts on Varney Road and Trask 
Mountain Road. 


Suzanne Ryan stated $400,000 is not enough money to 
adequately maintain roads and questioned when the amount 
would be increased. 


Dave Ford stated the figure noted in the CIP has been raised 
by 20%. 


Moderator Walker read Article 23 as follows; 

ARTICLE 23: Purchase Replacement Bucket Truck for 
Electric Department 

To see whether the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of one hundred ninety thousand dollars ($190,000) 
from the Electric Enterprise Fund for the purpose of 
replacing ME-2, a 1996 bucket truck. This acquisition will 
not result in any increase in the tax rates. 

(Recommended by the Board of Selectmen) 

(Recommended by the Budget Committee) 


Barry Muccio stated the truck to be replaced was purchased 
in 1996, has 94,031 miles and was down 15 days in 2008 
due to needed repairs, noting repair costs, to date, totaling 
$34,422. 


Suzanne Ryan questioned what would be done with the old 
truck. 


Barry Muccio stated the Town would bid it out and sell it. 


Moderator Walker read Article 24 as follows; 
ARTICLE 24: Replace HD-12, a One-Ton Plow Truck 
with Sander 
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: 


_ To see whether the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
_ the sum of sixty thousand dollars ($60,000) for the purpose 
of replacing HD-12, a 2000 one-ton truck for use by the 
Highway Division of the Department of Public Works. 
(Recommended by the Board of Selectmen) 

(Recommended by the Budget Committee) 


_ Dave Ford stated the truck would replace the foreman’s 

_ vehicle which has considerable miles and has had increased 
costs related to maintenance in the past two years. He 

_ stated the sander would be sold separately. 


Moderator Walker read Article 25 as follows; 

ARTICLE 25: Armory Roof Replacement 

To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of fifty 
thousand dollars ($50,000) from the Electric Enterprise Fund 
to replace the leaky and deteriorated roof on the Armory 
Building, which houses the Electric Department at 133 
Middleton Road. This project will not result in any increase 
in tax rates. 

(Recommended by Board of Selectmen) 

(Recommended by Budget Committee) 


Dave Senecal noted the following proposed improvements; 
Strip asphalt roofing as required, replace and repair broken 
and rotted decking as required, install 24 gauge standing 
seam roof system, install facia drip edge to all eaves and 
rakes, re-lead and flash chimney and all roof penetrations. 
Such to be paid by the Enterprise Fund having no impact on 
the tax rate. 


It was moved by Joyce Davis and seconded to not 
reconsider Articles 18, 19, 20, 21, 22, 23, 24 & 25. The 
motion passed. 
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Moderator Walker read Article 26 as follows; 

ARTICLE 26: Design Plan for a New Foss Field Building 
To see whether the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of sixty five thousand dollars ($65,000) toward the 
purpose of constructing a new Foss Field Building to house 


the Parks and Recreation Dept's summer programs and — 


youth athletic programs at Foss Field, and demolition of the 
current Foss Field “Hut”; said sum to consist of $15,000 to 
conduct additional study and design of the project, and 
$50,000 to be transferred to the Parks & Recreation Foss 
Field Capital Reserve Account (balance currently $79,056), 
to be under the care and control of the Trustees of the Trust 
Funds. 

(Recommended by Board of Selectmen) 

(Recommended by Budget Committee) 


Kristi Ginter stated the building is an older building that is 
heavily used for the summer Parks & Rec program and is 
not well suited for its purpose; noting issues with flooding 
and capacity. 


Ethan Hipple stated the building is in serious disrepair with 
significant flooding and rot issues and noted the building is 
partially on an abutting lot. Following review of existing 
plans (6 years old), the plans did not appear to be sufficient 
for the use of the summer recreational program (100+ 
children) as the plans allow for a maximum capacity of 35 
people. The article addresses a site assessment (soil tests 
and samples are proposed) and revised plans to 
accommodate the programs. 


Moderator Walker read Article 27 as follows; 

ARTICLE 27: Wind-Power Generation Feasibility Study 
To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) from the Electric 


Enterprise Fund to fund a wind-power generation feasibility 
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study to determine the potential for generating a portion of 
the Town's electric supply needs from wind turbines on 
existing Town-owned properties; said study to include 
meteorological tower, site wind resource _ study, 
environmental impacts, land use and community 
acceptance; air space and FAA notification, wildlife impacts, 
wind plant configuration options, wind energy production, 
economic analysis, operation and maintenance, sound study 
and federal and local permitting analysis. This study will not 
Cause any increase in tax rates or electric rates. 
(Recommended by Board of Selectmen) 

(Not Recommended by Budget Committee) 


Barry Muccio reviewed the scope and funding of the project; 
noting the article provides a green energy option. 


Dwight Devork stated the article looks at the Town of 
Wolfeboro becoming partially energy independent by 
generating its own power. 


It was moved by Jim Nupp and seconded to amend the 
article as follows; insert “/solar/hydro” following “wind- 
power” (line 2) and “wind” (line 3). 


Discussion of the amendment: 

Barry Muccio stated he received three set prices on only 
wind generation study and expressed concern that adding 
two additional sources of energy would add additional cost to 
the study. 


Dwight Devork stated Fairhaven, CT conducted a 
comprehensive study; noting such is labor intensive. 


Bob Lemaire stated he is in favor of the study; noting there is 
no need for a year long study for solar and the couple of 
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hydro opportunities that exist in Wolfeboro do not have the 
potential or scale as the wind generation. 


Jim Nupp stated that 90% of the Lakes Region is not 
adaptable to wind; noting a wind resource map is available 
for review. Solar can be done at minimal cost. 


It was moved by Jim Nupp and seconded to amend the 
article as follows; insert “/solar/hydro” following “wind- 
power” (line 2) and “wind” (line 3). The motion failed. 


Suzanne Ryan questioned why the Budget Committee voted 
to not recommend the article. 


Fergus Cullen stated the Committee felt it could be best 
handled by the private sector / industry or private land 
owner. The Committee is not opposed to the concept. 


Moderator Walker read Article 28 as follows; 

ARTICLE 28: Funding Development of Economic 
Development Strategic Plan 

To see whether the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of twenty-four thousand five hundred dollars 
($24,500) for the purpose of funding the development of an 
Economic Development Strategic Plan for the Town of 
Wolfeboro, as requested by the Town’s’ Economic 
Development Committee and as recommended by the 
Town's new Master Plan. 

(Recommended by Board of Selectmen) 

(Recommended by Budget Committee) 


Frank Giebutowski stated the article is recommended by the 
Economic Development Committee (appointed by the BOS) 
and flows from the Master Plan for the Town to look at 
economic development; noting an opportunity to increase 
the tax base. He reviewed the intent of the study. 
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Moderator Walker read Article 29 as follows: 


ARTICLE 29: Public Works Vehicle and Equipment 
Capital Reserve Fund 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of ninety-five thousand dollars ($95,000) to be transferred to 


the Public Works Vehicle & Equipment Capital Reserve 


Fund, to be under the care and control of the Trustees of 
Trust Funds. 

(Recommended by Board of Selectmen) 

(Recommended by Budget Committee) 


Dave Ford stated the article reflects an ongoing program to 
grow the fund for vehicle replacement on an ongoing basis. 


Moderator Walker read Article 30 as follows; 

ARTICLE 30: Establish New Fire Truck and Apparatus 
Replacement Capital Reserve Fund 

To see if the Town will vote to establish a new Capital 
Reserve Fund under the provisions of RSA 35:1 for the 
purpose of purchasing fire trucks and apparatus, and to raise 
and appropriate the sum of seventy five thousand dollars 
($75,000) to be placed in this fund, to be under the custody 
of the Trustees of Trust Funds and to designate the Board of 
Selectmen as agents to expend. 

(Recommended by Board of Selectmen) 

(Recommended by Budget Committee) 


Sarah Silk stated in 1990 Article #4 was for the purpose of 
purchasing one fire truck however, to date, two trucks have 
been purchased. The article reflects a housekeeping item to 
start a new Capital Reserve Fund. 


It was moved by Sarah Silk and seconded to not 
reconsider Articles 26, 27, 28, 29 and 30. The motion 
passed. 
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Moderator Walker read Article 31 as follows; 

ARTICLE 31: Land Acquisition Capital Reserve Fund 

To see if the Town will vote to establish a capital reserve 
fund under provisions of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of funding 
the acquisition of land needed for municipal purposes and to 
raise and appropriate the sum of ten thousand dollars 
($10,000) to be transferred to the Land Acquisition Capital

Dwight Devork stated the Town currently does not have a 
land acquisition fund and noted the purpose would be to 
incrementally fund the account each year for the opportunity 
to purchase land. 


Suzanne Ryan stated such reflects the tool as a savings 
account for green space. 


Moderator Walker read Article 32 as follows; 

ARTICLE 32: Establish Agricultural Commission 

To see if the Town will vote to establish an Agricultural 
Commission as permitted by RSA 674:44-e, f, and g. The 
word “agriculture” shall include the entirety of RSA 21:34-a, 
which is the definition of farm, agriculture, and farming. And 
Agricultural operations will be protected by RSA 432:33, 
which is the right to farm or immunity from suit. The 
Commission members shall be appointed in conformance 
with RSA 673:4-b, specifically, not less than 7 members with 
5 alternates. All shall be residents of Wolfeboro, and may 
serve on other boards and commissions. 

(Recommended by Board of Selectmen) 
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Sarah Silk stated in the spring of 2008 a group of citizens 
requested the BOS to establish an Agricultural Commission. 


Josh Arnold stated he supports Article 32. 


Moderator Walker read Article 33 as follows; 

ARTICLE 33: Use of Conservation Fund to Purchase 
Property Interests in Land Outside of Wolfeboro Town 
Boundaries 


_ To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 


36-A:4-a, I(a) to authorize the Conservation Commission to 
expend funds to purchase interests in land outside the 
boundaries of our municipality, subject to the approval of the 
local governing body. 

(Recommended by Board of Selectmen) 


Sarah Silk stated the article reflects a housekeeping item 
relative to changes made in the State statute. 


Suzanne Ryan questioned why the Town would want to 
purchase land outside the boundaries of Wolfeboro. 


Sarah Silk stated the article allows for the Conservation 
Commission to make a donation to a land trust to protect a 
piece of property within the State that may not be in the 
Town. 


John Burt stated he is opposed to Article 33 and questioned 
the definition of “qualified organization”. He is not against 
conservation and reviewed the 2006 Warrant Article that 
allows for all Current Use funds to be placed into the 
Conservation Fund rather than the General Fund. 


Sarah Silk stated the Conservation Commission, per RSA 
36A allows the Commission to expend funds and referenced 
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an example when the Commission expended funds to 
protect Knight’s Pond; noting such is located outside of the 
Town (Alton) but, contiguous to Wolfeboro. 


Mark Puffer stated the statute defines qualified organization. 


Roger Murray stated the article allows the Town to purchase 
property of interest that has significant impact on the Town; 
noting he supports Article 33. 

It was moved by Noreen MacDonald and seconded by 
Suzanne Ryan to amend Article 33 as follows; strike 
“outside” and replace with “abutting” (line 2). 


Discussion of the amendment: 

Sarah Silk stated the article reflects a standard boiler plate 
warrant article provided to the Commission at the annual NH 
Association for Conservation Commission meeting. She 
stated she is opposed to the amendment. 


It was moved by Noreen MacDonald and seconded by 
Suzanne Ryan to amend Article 33 as follows; strike 
“outside” and replace with “abutting” (line 2). The 
motion passed. 


Moderator Walker read Article 34 as follows; 

ARTICLE 34: Use of Conservation Fund for Purchase of 
Property Interests by Other Organizations 

To see whether the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of 
RSA 36-A:4-a, I(b) to authorize the Conservation 
Commission to expend funds for contributions to “qualified 
organizations’ for the purchase of property interests, or 
facilitating transactions related thereto, where the property 
interest is to be held by the qualified organization and the 
Town will retain no interest in the property. 

(Recommended by Board of Selectmen) 
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Sarah Silk stated the article would protect wildlife, drinking 
water supplies and aquifers that may cross Town lines. 


John Burt stated he is not in favor of Article 34. 


_ It was moved by Noreen MacDonald and seconded by 
_ Suzanne Ryan to amend Article 34 as follows; insert 
“within the boundaries of the Town of Wolfeboro or 
abutting the Town of Wolfeboro. The motion passed. 


Moderator Walker read Article 35 as follows; 

ARTICLE 35: Petition Article 

To see if the Town of Wolfeboro will vote to maintain Albee 
Beach Road, leading to the town-owned Albee Beach, on a 
year round basis for the following reasons. Even off-season 
most of the traffic using Albee Beach Road is a result of the 
public accessing either Albee Beach or the tracks for 
recreational purposes i.e. swimming, Canoeing, kayaking, 
picnicing, fishing, hiking, biking, cross country skiing, 
snowshoeing, ice fishing, or just relaxing and enjoying the 
scenery. Also, although the Town of Wolfeboro owns 
substantial frontage on Albee Beach Road, maintenance 
becomes the responsibility of the other abutters when the 
Town Beach is closed. 

(Submitted by Petition) 


Sarah Silk stated the Town has a Right-of-Way and as 
primary users of the Right-of-Way, currently does repairs to 
such. The owners have requested the Town to make repairs 
to the road due to the high usage associated with Albee 
Beach by the citizens. 


Suzanne Ryan stated the Town cannot keep up with the 
existing roads currently; noting she is not in favor of Article 
35.

The streets will be dug 
up with the implementation of the Downtown Streets Project; 
undertaking both at the same time would provide minimum 
disruption and maximum cost benefit. If the conceptual 
engineering plan is not completed, the Town will never know 
the actual costs. There is a need to invest in the gateway 
and scenic beauty of the Town. 


Suzanne Ryan questioned the cost per mile to implement 
such.

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Report of the Chairman of the Wolfeboro 
Board of Selectmen 


After the Town Elections in March, the Board 
welcomed Marge Webster as its new member and Sarah 
Silk as a returning member, and said good-bye and thank 
you to Dwight Devork, who completed a full three-year term 
on the Board and contributed much to the Board's 
deliberations over that period. After it reorganized, the 
Board established an earlier 6:30 PM meeting time. 

Also last spring, the NH Department of Environmental 
Services (DES) accepted the Town’s new wastewater 
effluent treatment system of rapid inflow basins as 
substantially complete, and lifted the sewer moratorium that 
the Town had been operating under since 2005. This major 
achievement was the culmination of several years of efforts 
by this Board and Town staff, and means that the Town can 
start hooking up other houses or businesses to the Town 
sewer system again. However, after a few months of 
operating this new treatment system, it was observed that 
there were occurring unanticipated breakouts (leaks) along 
the base of some of the new rapid inflow basins. To address 
concerns about these breakouts, DES ordered the Town to 
construct two additional rapid inflow basins, for a total of five 
in all. Fortunately, the Town had sufficient funding authority 
left from the original $6.3 million appropriation (Article 7 on 
2007 Town Warrant) to fund these additional treatment 
facilities. Additionally, the Town was able to secure funding 
from the American Recovery and Reinvestment Act 
(Stimulus Funds) for 50% of the costs of these additional 
improvements. 

The Town undertook to repair the Town’s historic 
Railroad Station this year. However, after the voters 
approved the project and the DPW bid the project out and 
awarded a construction contract, the building was found to 
be structurally unsound and to require much more work than 
previously anticipated. Once the structural issues were 
addressed (sills and floor joyces), there was not sufficient 
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funding left to complete the project, and some of the needed 
repairs have been held over to next year, when another 
funding request will be needed to complete the restoration of 
the Railroad Station. 

The Board established a new Cable TV Advisory 
Committee to assist the Town Manager to negotiate a new 
cable tv license agreement before the present one expires 
in June, 2011. Those appointed to the Cable TV Advisory 
Committee are: William Saunders; David Wells; Allan 
Bailey; John Corf; and Jane Deshaies. The Committee 
developed a Community Ascertainment Survey which was 
sent to all Wolfeboro residents via their electric bills in 
November to determine the community's wants and needs 
relative to cable tv services. The survey results are awaiting 
compilation at this writing. 

Faced with the expiration of the contract for 
ambulance services on June 30", the Board voted to waive 
the Town Procurement Policy requirement for competitive 
bidding, and authorized the Town Manager to negotiate a 
new contract with the current ambulance operator, Lakeside 
Ambulance Service (a.k.a. Lord Ambulance Service). Given 
the excellent and complaint-free ambulance service the 
Town has been receiving from Lakeside, in contrast with the 
problem-filled tenure of the previous ambulance provider, 
opening the doors to more issues with ambulance service 
did not seem to be in the best interests of Wolfeboro 
residents. |The resulting new contract with Lakeside 
Ambulance Service is for 4 % years, and should ensure 
stable, dependable, and problem-free ambulance services 
for the next four years. 

Other accomplishments during 2009 include: 

e Selling two tax-title properties and realizing a one- 
time revenue of $35,600. 

e Entered into a 1-year license agreement with the 
farmers market for use of Clark Park. 

e Revised the Beach Opening Policy. 

e Reviewed and revised the Hawkers and Peddlers 
license ordinance. 
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e Amended the Town’s Personnel Policies. 

e Performed the annual review and revision of the 
Town's Welfare Guidelines. 

e Approved the September 15 chemical treatment of 
milfoil in Back Bay. 

e Entered into a 1-year lease agreement with the 
Wolfeboro Area Chamber of Commerce for space at 
the Railroad Station. 

e Entered into a lease with the Wolfeboro Cooperative 
Nursery School, Inc. from September 10, 2009 to 
June 15, 2010 at the Railroad Station. 

e Approved an increase in the Town’s water and sewer 
rates of 8%, effective in 2010. 

e Approved an increase in ice time rates at the Pop 
Whalen Arena averaging 20%. 

e Reviewed monthly the Finance Director's budget 
expenditures and revenues reports. 

e Set budget guidelines for fiscal year 2010. 

e Reviewed the 2010 Operating Budget. 

e Established warrant articles for the 2010 Town 
Warrant. | 

e Supported a petition warrant article for $110,000 to do 
basic repairs and maintenance to Brewster Memorial 
Hall. 


On behalf of the other members of the Board of 
Selectmen and myself, | wish to thank everyone who has 
contributed their time, energies, and participation to assist us 
in moving this Town forward.

“family”. Karen will be training for a long while, as there are 
SO many areas to cover and learn in this office. A great big 
thank you to Virginia McGinley, Town Clerk of Brookfield, 
who came to our rescue for the past year and a half helping 
to cover our office. Virginia is a valuable resource and is 
certainly appreciated for her many hours she devoted to this 
office when we were short-handed. 

As of August 1, 2009 the State of New Hampshire 
Department of Safety assessed a surcharge on the State 
portion of the registrations based on the vehicle's GVW. The 
vanity plate fee increased from $25 to $40; transfer fees 
increased from $10 to $25 and the fee for duplicate 
registrations increased from $10 to $15. With the economy 
being the way it is, | have seen many residents making 
choices, |.e., dropping their vanity plates, moose plates and 
only registering one of their vehicles instead of two or three! 
| hope the economy gets better for all of us! | fear for the 
future of our children and grandchildren. 

Just a reminder to all registrants, you must present us 
with either the renewal notice or your current registration to 
renew. If you are processing a transfer and want to use the 
plates on a vehicle that are in the same name and are still 
valid, you must bring in your current registration in order to 
receive pro-rated credit toward your new vehicle. 
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We are still welcoming donations for the Life 
Ministries Food Pantry, please feel free to come into my 
office where | have a drop off box for that purpose. They 
are always in need of monetary donations as well. One of 
our new residents has been very generous with large 
monetary donations and | thank this person for helping this 
organization. There is such a tremendous need for the 
families in Wolfeboro. 

The Town Departments are in the process of 
preparing their individual websites. The Town Clerk’s 
website will contain information regarding registering a 
vehicle, how to obtain a vital record, information on 
registering dogs and will have the ability for you to download 
the form to register your dog by mail, updates on important 
dates for elections, and any other important messages will 
appear as well. 

A Just a reminder, that all dogs must be 
registered by April 30", 2010. Please be sure to bring the 
current rabies certificate/spaying-neutering that you receive 
from your veterinarian. 

As some of you know, residents have the opportunity 
of renewing vehicles on line with E-Reg and you can log 
onto the site at http://www.ereg.us/wolfeboro. Soon to come 
is the opportunity to renew dog licenses on line at this same 
website. Information will be provided through the Town 
Clerk’s website, local news media, and WASR 1420. Stay 
tuned (no pun intended)! 

In closing, once again, | would like to thank Doug 
Lemery and his highway staff for always being there to 
assemble and disassemble the many voting booths at our 
voting place and making sure all of my necessary voting 
equipment is transported to that area. There is a lot of 
“behind the scenes” work that the voters don’t see. A huge 
thank you to Reverend Dales for allowing the town to hold 
their elections at the All Saint's Episcopal Church. This is a 
wonderful facility and |, for one, appreciate the opportunity to 
utilize the space for this purpose.

2009 Planning Board Report 


Richard O’Donnell joined the Planning Board in March 
2009 replacing Chuck Storm who did not run for another 
term. 

The Future Land Use Chapter of the 2007 Master 
Plan recommended as a priority item the creation of a 
Natural Resources Chapter to be included in the Master 
Plan; and to prepare a_ town-wide natural resource 
management plan that includes an inventory and maps of 
natural resource areas to identify lands that should be 
protected and those best suited for development. A 
consultant was hired to assist the Planning Board and staff 
with this project. A public forum was held in June 2009 
where valuable input was gained from the public to give 
guidance to the consultant. This project is nearing 
completion. 

Another priority recommendation in the 2007 Master 
Plan was to consider changing the names of the zoning 
districts to better reflect actual uses and adjust residential 
zoning district boundaries. There was a proposal in the 
2009 Town Warrant that recommended changing the names 
and district boundaries of the residential districts. This was 
defeated by the voters. The Planning Board decided to 
revise the proposed ordinance, address issues raised by 
citizens regarding the previous proposal and again present 
this to the voters. 

The Planning Board worked with the newly formed 
Agriculture Commission, who provided the Planning Board 
with their expertise, to address issues in the previous 
proposal expressed by members of the agriculture/farming 
community. These suggestions are included in the revised 
2010 Town Warrant Article. 

The new names of the zoning districts are as follows: 
e Village Residential 

e Residential District 

e General Residential District 

e Rural Residential District 
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e Agricultural Residential District 

Revisions to the Open Space Residential Development 
Option (Conservation Subdivision) ordinance were also 
recommended in the Master Plan as an alternative to 
conventional subdivision in order to encourage the protection 
of natural resources and preservation of open space. 
Several Planning Board members worked on a committee 
along with Joyce Davis, Vaune Dugan and Conservation 
Commission member Randy Tetreault all of whom provided 
valuable input. 

Changes are being proposed to the Central Business 
District which include enlarging the district and expediting 
the approval process for changes of use from one permitted 
use to another. These changes are being proposed in order 
to enable the downtown to remain a vibrant compact 
commercial district while protecting the existing character. 
The Planning Board received helpful input from the Chamber 
of Commerce and the Economic Development Committee 
during the discussions of these proposed changes. Work 
will continue next year on the rest of the Commercial 
Districts.

e Revisions to the Boathouse ordinance

In addition, the Department is also responsible for 
zoning administration and enforcement, conservation 
administration, and inspections and code enforcement. 

_ Audrey Cline, Code Enforcement Officer, despite a broad 
range of challenges, continues to provide excellent code 
enforcement support to the department. It should be noted 
that this position comes with the difficult responsibility of fair 
and equitable enforcement of the Town’s codes. She 
performs her duties in a very positive manner.

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This years work program for the various Boards 
continues to be significant if not daunting at times. The 
Planning Board and Department completed 8 zoning 
changes as part of the Planning Board’s Master Plan 
implementation program and updated the Capital 
Improvements Program. In addition, the Department has 
been assisting the Master Plan Implementation Committee 
in its efforts to prioritize the goals and objectives of the 
Master Plan. 

The Department has had another busy year with a wide 
range of projects and planning issues.

The CIP Committee presents its recommended 
program to the Planning Board and the Planning Board 
adopts the plan after public hearing on the CIP. The CIP 
links the Master Plan with the fiscal realities and is a 10 year 
plan of all capital projects. Once adopted by the Planning 
Board the CIP is forwarded to the Town Manager, Board of 
Selectmen and Budget Committee for their consideration as 
part of the budget development processes. As the Board of 
Selectmen and Budget Committee hold their budget 
workshops and _ hearings, the public has _ additional 
opportunities to comment on the capital improvements. In 
addition, the Board of Selectmen can, and often does modify 
the capital improvement items based on BOS priorities and 
budget constraints. 

The CIP Committee continues to balance 
recommended capital improvements with the fiscal impact 
on the tax and rate payers. Despite historical public support 
for capital improvements, the unmet needs of our 
community are significant. The significant demands on our 
limited financial resources requires prioritization of projects, 
phasing some projects, prefunding of purchases and 
improvements through the use of capital reserve accounts, 
bonding of projects when necessary, and in some instances, 
deferral of projects to subsequent years. 

It is important to note that approximately $49,129,690 
of capital improvement projects have been identified by the 
various town departments over the next 10 years. 

For 2010, the Committee recommends projects in the 
amount of $ 4,914,000.

2009 Annual Report 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment plays an important, 
but little noticed role, in the development of Wolfeboro. 
Sometimes praised, sometimes criticized, the ZBA continues 
to perform their principal role - reviewing applications for 
zoning variances, special exceptions, equitable waivers of 
dimensional requirements and hearing appeals from the 
decisions made by administrative officials — generally without 
much fanfare. To a large extent, the success or failure of 
zoning administration rests on the proper exercise of 
judgment by members of the board of adjustment and the 
job is not an easy one. 

The Zoning Board of Adjustment has seen a 
significant decline in the number of applications brought 
before the board this past year. Applications totaling 16 
were down from 40 applications in 2008. 

This past fall the Board welcomed two new 
Alternates; Geordy Hutchinson and Christopher Britt. 

The Board typically meets the first Monday of each 
month however due to meeting room scheduling there are 
months the Board meets on alternate days. It is always a 
good idea to check with the Planning Office or the Board's 
Secretary as to meeting dates and application deadlines.

HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION 
ANNUAL REPORT 2009 


The Historic District Commission (HDC) is a land use 
board, and as such, must follow established rules and 
procedures as defined by State Law and the Town of 
Wolfeboro Zoning Ordinance. To this end, the HDC is in the 
midst of an arduous process of trying to write, record, and 
adopt regulation standards that are designed to treat each 
applicant with the due process and equality required by law. 
Currently, the work involved in this process has received 
much criticism from some of the residents in the North 
Wolfeboro Area Association. Change is often a hard thing to 
accept, but it is the hope of the HDC to remedy these 
criticisms and disagreements while further distancing itself 
from the subjective and arbitrary processes of its past 
administrations by writing more specific and concise 
regulations. Along with the assistance and review of HDC 
legal counsel, the Commission is diligently striving towards 
achieving its goal of having a complete set of Regulations 
written by March.

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In 2009, a citizen petition to abolish the Historic 
District was defeated by the voters of Wolfeboro. It took 
hard work on the part of the Commission members and 
residents within the District to express the importance of 
keeping the Historic District intact. The HDC thanks the 
voters for their support. 

Unfortunately, discontent from some residents in the 
North Wolfeboro Area Association has led to another citizen 
petition, this time to dissolve the Commission. In response 
to this, some Cotton Mountain residents have submitted two 
citizen petitions as a counter measure, should the above 
petition pass. The first is to establish a Heritage 
Commission, which would act as an “advisory” Commission 
to the HDC and the second is to establish a Cotton Mountain 
Historic District Commission. 

The Commission hopes the voters of Wolfeboro 
realize the importance and protection the HDC has in the 
Historic District, for without a Commission, there is no 
safeguard for preservation. 

In closing, we wish to thank our Recording aeivetana 
Amy Capone-Muccio for her assistance in recording our 
meeting minutes and Planning Department Administrative 
Assistant, Terry Tavares for being the bridge between 
prospective applicants and the HDC as well as coordinating 
all files and paper work.

(LRPC) is an organization established according to state law 
to provide area communities and the region with the capacity 
to respond to and shape the pressures of change in a 
purposeful way. With a service area covering over 1,200 
square miles in Belknap, Carroll, Grafton and Merrimack 
Counties, the LRPC provides a wide range of planning 
services to member municipalities. The Commission offers 
direct and support services including technical assistance, 
geographic information systems, transportation planning, 
land use, environmental planning, hazard planning and 
economic development. Local, state, and federal resources 
primarily fund the LRPC. We also maintain a regular 
dialogue with state agencies as a resource for the entire 
Lakes Region. Our overall goal is to provide support, 
knowledge, and leadership to the governments, businesses, 
and citizens of the Lakes Region.

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2009 ANNUAL REPORT 
WOLFEBORO POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Several disquieting crimes and a 6% increase in 
reported offenses translated into an often difficult and 
challenging 2009 for the Wolfeboro Police Department's 
twelve sworn officers. Alleged (out of state) drug trafficking 
by a former elected official and a high-stakes embezzlement 
investigation shocked and disappointed many. A Mother's 
Day homicide stunned Wolfeboro and the Lakes Region and 
remains unresolved at years end. While two of these 
matters were not specifically Wolfeboro Police Department 
investigations, our sense of community was rattled. 

Crime statistics are often barometers of economic 
trends that are fueled by complex social issues - our 
jurisdiction is no exception. 13% of the 1,055 offenses 
reported in 2009 were theft-related. Substance and alcohol 
abuse continue to be problematic with a 23% increase in 
drug arrests, a 20% increase in driving while intoxicated 
arrests and a 90% increase in protective custody detentions. 
There was a 16% increase in arrests over all for a total of 
464. In addition, 18 persons were indicted by the Carroll 
County Grand Jury on 28 felony offenses. The Carroll 
County Drug Task Force (which includes many Wolfeboro 
officers) was instrumental in the apprehension of two 
alleged, high-profile drug dealers, who had been active in 
our community. 

Part of the police mission is community education and 
outreach. While we grapple with increased demands for 
service, we continue to promote crime prevention and public 
safety programs. The “Good Morning Program’, “Project 
Monitor’, School Resource Officer, K9 officer, Speaker's 
Bureau, Law Day, Safe Routes to School Task Force, a 
prescription drug turn-in program, “Nixle” and the Carroll 
County Collaborative are some of the _ initiatives we 
participate in. We invite you to visit the Town’s new web site 
where you will find further information about your police 
department, its personnel and available services. 
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For the third year, the Department received funding 
from the State for speed enforcement and drunk-driving 
patrols. In addition, the attorney general's office provided 
funds for targeting underage drinking. Applications for 2010 
have already been submitted with a request for an additional 
ninety hours of walking and bike patrols in the Downtown 
area. A Byrne grant has provided much needed equipment 
upgrades and we continue to be reimbursed for body armor 
costs from available grants. 

Our K9 program remains successful with “Blek” and 
Officer Jim O’Brien taking seven awards at a recent New 
England Competition. Our “13" officer’ is U.S. Canine 
certified in obedience, agility, evidence recovery, building 
search, tracking and criminal apprehension. Two burglary 
suspects and a felony assault Suspect were noteworthy 
among the many good works accomplished by this duo in 
2009. Training is rigorous and on-going to maintain the 
demands of certification and proficiency. 

We continue to formalize the animal control function 
by equipping our part-time staff with necessary equipment, 
uniforms and materials to properly respond to calls. 

Seeking ways to improve our service, a community 
survey was mailed to residents and businesses in August. 
We have received feedback in several areas and will act 
upon those thoughtful recommendations going forward. We 
thank those who took the time to respond. 

Adapting to changing times, techniques and 
legislation, we provide professional development classes to 
all officers in a variety of public safety, supervision and 
management topics. Several superior officers will attend 
executive development training offered by the FBI. 

Lt. Dean Rondeau (replete with his third Bronze Star), 
returned to police duty in May, after serving with distinction 
for approximately fifteen months in Iraq with his Army 
Reserve Unit. This brought the Department back to full 
compliment as we braced for the summer and increased 
activity. 

1,055 offenses were recorded in 2009. The most 
frequently reported were drug and/or alcohol related, simple 
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assault, criminal mischief, issuing bad checks and disorderly 
conduct. There were 464 arrests and officers issued 2,125 
citations. The Department responded to 118 motor vehicle 
collisions — 20% fewer than 2008 — and intervened in 300 
domestic disturbance complaints. 

While hoping for better economic times, we look to 
the future with continued optimism and commitment to our 
community. We recognize the public safety mission as a 
cooperative effort and thank all those who partner with us in 
this endeavor.

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2009 ANNUAL REPORT 
WOLFEBORO CENTRAL DISPATCH 


One of only two municipal, twenty-four hour dispatch 
centers in Carroll County, Wolfeboro Central Dispatch 
handled 43,172 calls and or inquiries in 2009. It is 
interesting to also note that there were 4,119 “walk-ins” who 
received information or service in one form or another. 
Many of these people are in crisis or have immediate needs. 
Our staff is trained to deal with such situations or to provide 
referrals as appropriate. 

The demands on communications specialists are 
great and often require multi-tasking abilities, patience, 
decisiveness and _ tact. In addition to background 
investigations and multiple interviews, candidates now must 
successfully complete practical testing to identify required 
skill sets. This additional step in the selection process has 
eliminated much of the “trial and error’ associated with 
training and probationary periods. 

At mid-point 2009, Central Dispatch was again at full 
Staffing levels. It was recognized that our part-time 
compliment needed bolstering. We were able to add 
experienced, per diem employees, to assure availability in 
time of need. 

In 2009 we replaced an aged radio and telephone 
monitoring, recording and archiving system with state of the 
art equipment. Surveillance monitor failures and recurring 
radio issues were problematic in 2009 creating unexpected 
costs. We have addressed these matters in our 2010 
proposals and look to reconfigure our communications area 
to alleviate further problems and to enhance our physical 
security. 

In difficult financial times, professional development 
lines are often pared; with Central Dispatch being no 
exception. Recognizing the importance of training, no-cost 
alternatives are sought and offered to staff. Each dispatcher 
-is certified (through the State of New Hampshire) in 
computer use and Central Dispatch is subject to quality 
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control and compliance checks through both the State and 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

Our goal is to constantly evaluate and improve 
service to our community and customer-base. To that end, 
we have joined 3,300 other police and public safety agencies 
nationwide by using Nixle, a secure and identity-certified, 
communication service, to send important information to 
residents by text, email and over the web at no cost to the 
Town or residents. Detailed information about Nixle can be 
found at www.nixle.com. 

We invite you to check out the Town’s updated web- 
site where you will find the Police Department and Central 
Dispatch’s home page. You will find useful information and 
downloads for all residents, guests and visitors to our Town. 

And on behalf of the eleven employees of Wolfeboro 
Central Dispatch, thank you for your many acts of kindness 
and support throughout the year. We look forward to being 
of service in 2010 and beyond!

The members of the Wolfeboro Fire-Rescue Department have completed another year 
of service to the taxpayers, residents and their guests. 


We have had another busy year responding to 1006 calls. 


Box Alarms 57 
Medical 478 
M.V.A. 102 
Other 369 
Total 1006 


We have been busy this year with many projects that will enhance our capabilities and 
help us to provide a better level of service to the residents and visitors to the community. 


We were fortunate through the budget process to obtain a much needed Thermal 
Imaging Camera. This will greatly enhance our ability to locate hidden areas of heat or 
lack thereof resulting in less damage to the residence or business. 


Department members provided many hours of public education including Fire 
Prevention Week programs in the schools, fire extinguisher training, CPR classes, 
hazards in the home, fire safety, babysitters program and presentations to many 
community groups and local businesses. 


The Fire Prevention Division has dealt with many issues again this year so that our 
community will be as safe as possible. The Division administered numerous permits and 
conducted many inspections, commercial and residential, during 2009. We must enforce 
all fire and life safety codes to insure the safety of all our residents and our guests. Many 
more lives are saved through fire prevention efforts than have been rescued from a 
burning building. 


Unfortunately during 2009 the community suffered the loss of two of our citizens due 
to Carbon Monoxide poisoning. These deaths are considered to be fire deaths by state 
law. To ensure your safety please consider the installation of Carbon Monoxide 
Detectors along with your Smoke Detectors, making sure to add them into your annual 
maintenance program. 
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The 11 career and 9 Call Fire-Rescue Department members attended in excess of 1200 
hours of training during 2009. Training topics included instructor development, 
firefighter certifications, fire officer certification, technical rescue certifications, vehicle 
extrication, Emergency Medical Technician certification and re-certification, infection 
control, hazardous material decontamination, building/fire code seminars, responding to 
terrorist attack, incident management and control, and fire fighter safety and survival. 


We must continue to train to insure the safety of all fire-rescue personnel and continue 
to provide a high level of service to the community. 


The Mechanical Division was very busy in 2009. Apparatus requires a high degree of 
maintenance to ensure safety and proper operation. As our apparatus continues to age, 
and our incidents continue to increase, the maintenance requirements and costs amplify. 
Several thousand dollars in repairs to Ladder One were done to ensure that the 
requirements of the annual certification test are met. There were several unexpected 
repairs completed to our apparatus to assure the safety of our personnel and the protection 
of the community. 


Delivery of the new Engine Four Pumper/Rescue was accepted during July. This new 
piece of apparatus replaces the current Rescue and also serves a dual purpose, as it has 
fire pump capabilities. Training was conducted for all members and Engine Four is now 
in service. As volunteerism continues to become less and less across the country we must 
find ways to do our job in a more efficient manner. This is not always an easy task. 


Call Department activity continues to decline due to the increased demands of family 
and careers. The commitment of membership is immense, the continued training 
requirements and activity levels continue to impact the lives of our members and many 
find that the requirements of family and work do not allow enough hours to fulfill their 
membership. I would like to wish those that moved on well and thank them for their 
dedication, and unselfish commitment to the Town of Wolfeboro. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank all of the other town departments for 
their support and assistance and a special thanks to all the Fire — Rescue membership as 
they play a very important part in your fire protection. 


Terrorism has not gone away and we continue to train for the situation should one 
arise. Let us be thankful that we had a safe year in Wolfeboro.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division of Forests & Lands work collaboratively to 
reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your local Forest Fire Warden or 
Fire Department to determine if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is 
required for all outside burning unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department of Environmental 
Services also prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire department or DES at 1- 
800-498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect

Spring fire season was unusually short this past year, with wet weather beginning the third week in April and lasting virtually all summer 
long. Consequently both the number of fires and the number of acres burned were below the last five year average. Due to state budget 
constraints, the staffing of our statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers was limited to class III or higher fire danger days. Despite the 
reduction in the number of days staffed, our fire lookout towers are credited with keeping most fires small and saving several structures 
this season due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. The towers fire spotting capability was supplemented this year by 
contracted aircraft and the Civil Air Patrol when fire danger was especially high. Surprisingly the largest single fire this year occurred in 
late November during an unusual dry spell, in the northern Coos County town of Clarksville. This fire burned 17.1 acres and is presumed 
to have been caused by a careless hunter. Many homes in New Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area 
where homes and flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 2009 season threatened structures, a constant 
reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their 
home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green space around 
your home free of flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner recommendations are available at www.firewise.org.

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Wolfeboro Conservation Commission 
2009 Annual Report 


This year, the Wolfeboro Conservation Commission 
once again responded to the environmental concerns of 
Wolfeboro’s citizens. In addition to advisory duties 
concerning permit applications, we worked to protect the 
natural resources within the Town of Wolfeboro. 

We continue with efforts to use and better manage 
the Town Gardens property on Goodrich Road. A 
coordinated effort by the Conservation Commission, Food 
Pantry Garden Committee, Kingswood High School 
Vocational Center, The Wolfeboro Food Bank, and GALA 
has been working to again make productive use of the land 
according to the wishes of the original deed. The Region 9 
Ag Program has been clearing land, and will be using the 
property to train students in forestry and agriculture. A 
successful harvest was the bounty of the garden, providing 
food for the Wolfeboro Food Bank. We look forward to 
refining those efforts to provide additional benefits from the 
garden plot. 

The Commission received and reviewed 32 Dredge & 
Fill applications from the State of New Hampshire 
Department of Environmental Services (NHDES). 
Recommendations and reports were prepared for the 
NHDES Wetlands Bureau for each of these applications. 
These applications include docks and dock repair, 
breakwaters, boat ramps, boathouses, beaches, retaining 
walls, culverts, new structures, and the dredging and filling of 
wetlands among other issues. We also reviewed 13 Special 
Use Permit applications for the Wolfeboro Planning Board 
and Technical Review Committee for which reports and 
recommendations were prepared. 

The Town of Wolfeboro has joined the Moose 
Mountains Regional Greenways, a_ regional land 
conservation organization. We expect this joint venture will 
be successful in helping provide additional conservation 
easements to landowners in Wolfeboro. 
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The Commission has_ continued to implement 
strategies of the Town's Master Plan including promoting the 
protection, preservation and conservation of the Town's land 
and water resources. 

We have also continued to manage Town owned 
properties with conservation easements, and have worked 
on forestry management plans on properties that we 
manage for timber. We have begun a project to mark or 
remark the property boundaries of all conservation 
properties within the Town. | 

The bridge and boardwalk at Ellie's Woodland Walk 
(Ryefield Marsh) have been repaired and are again open so 
that the public can more easily enjoy this special place. We 
continue with efforts to keep this area enjoyable. 

Thanks to Commission members for their interest, 
support and commitment to protecting Wolfeboro’s unique 
character and resources and keeping it a special place to 
live. Thanks also to Rob Houseman, Director of Planning & 
Development, for his support, knowledge and advice, to our 
secretary, Lee Ann Keathley, for her hard work and 
commitment, to the Board of Selectmen and other Town staff 
for their Support and assistance.

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DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


The winter of 2009 included 19 emergency snow 
events, 6 Downtown snow removals, use of 1,050 tons of 
salt and the use of 4,000 tons of sand for road treatment. 
THANKS to the dedicated Town Highway crews, led by 
Doug Lemery and Frank Riley, that arose early and stayed 
late to keep our Town roads safe and passable during rough 
winter conditions. 

The Highway Division had another busy year 
installing 2,900 feet of culverts, 34 new catch basins, 
repaired 24 catch basins and improved drainage _ in 
preparation for road paving. Town paving projects included 
North Line Road (1 mile overlay, 1 mile grind and base pave 
and .2 miles complete road reconstruction, base pave with 
culvert widening and rip rap stream bank protection), Sleepy 
Hollow Road (.44 miles shim and overlay), lower Pleasant 
Street (.2 miles grind, base pave, replaced drains and curb) 
and Bay Street (.15 miles, rebuilt base, overlay in 
conjunction with water, sewer and bridge project). The 
Department started a guard rail replacement program this 
year and completed 230 feet on Cotton Mountain Road and 
364 feet on Stoneham Road and installed 80 feet of new 
guard rail on North Line Road. The Highway Division 
purchased a new 3500 Chevrolet, 1-Ton Plow Truck with 
sander. 

The Public Works Garage saw a major change as 
after 30 years of dedicated service, our Chief Mechanic, Jim 
Champagne, retired. We wish Jim the best in his retirement 
and thank him for his hard work over the years. Ed Wilder, 
an experienced mechanic, transferred from the Highway 
Division, where he was an Operator to take over as Chief 
Mechanic. Tim Milligan replaced Ed as a full time Highway 
Operator and we welcomed John Vatalaro as the new hire in 
the split position between Highway and Solid Waste. 

The Solid Waste Facility, led by Adam Tasker, had 
another good year as the Town increased its recycling rate 
by a few percentage points to 60% with a total of 1,893 tons 
(netting $71,627 of income) which saved the Town over 
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$181,000 (if we had to pay for it to be disposed). In addition, 
the Town received a $2,500 grant for purchasing a new 
waste oil burner at the Solid Waste Swap Shop Building and 
a $5,200 grant to offset the cost of a new Bobcat Skid Steer 
that was purchased in 2009. Also note: there was a change 
in operation hours at the Facility; we are now closed on 
Wednesdays (November 9th through March 31st) as well as 
Thursdays, but have extended hours on Sunday (7:30 AM to 
2:00 PM, all year). 

The Bay Street Bridge project was finally completed 
and after years of planning, permitting and engineering. The 
Town will receive approximately $260,000 from NHDOT as 


— 


its 80% share for funding the project through the Municipally — 


Managed Bridge Program. 

Congratulations to Scott Pike who was promoted to 
Assistant Public Works Director where he will assist in the 
operation of the Department as well as oversee the Water 
and Sewer Departments.

The Wastewater Effluent Disposal Project was 
completed in February and started operation in March which 
led the State (NHDES and Attorney General's office) to lift 
the Sewer Moratorium that had been in place since 2005. 
The NHDES required the Town to construct 2 additional 
RIBs. The additional RIB work and Influent Screen Upgrades 
at the Wastewater Facility qualified for American Recovery 
and Reinvestment Act (ARRA) Funds which provides the 
equivalent of a 50% grant or approximately $700,000. The 
total of these 2 projects is $1.4 million and is within the 2007 
warrant article authorization. 

The Sewer Collection System upgrades to reduce 
Inflow/Infiltration into the system went out to bid and started 
construction in the fall and will be completed in 2010. 
Completed sewer upgrades on Bay Street in conjunction 
with the bridge, road and water project, eliminated significant 
infiltration. 

Water System upgrades completed this year included 
the abandonment of the original water main pipe (circa 
1890's) from Pickering Corner to Clark Road, replacement of 
1,000 feet of water line on School and Union Streets, 
replacement of 600 feet of water line on Bay Street and 
replacement of 1,000 feet of water main on lower Pleasant 
Street. These upgrades are part of our continuing effort to 
replace all unlined iron pipe and mitigate, if not eliminate, 
discolored water issues. 

Town crews led by Scott Pike and Mike Potenza 
repaired 6 hydrants, replaced 5 others and repaired 16 water 
distribution system leaks. Their leak detection efforts and 
aggressive action to repair these leaks, in addition to the 
_Town’s water conservation efforts, have led to another 
significant reduction in total water use for the Town. The 
yearly average for 2009 of 506,000 gallons per day (gpd) 
compared to 555,000 gpd was a significant drop and can be 
attributed to a wet year, increase in water rates and our 
water conservation program. We continue to encourage our 
water customers to conserve and recommend visiting the 
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following site which provides helpful hints to reduce water 
use; http://www.epa.gov/watersense . 

The Water Treatment Plant saw _ continual 
improvements including upgrades of chemical feed systems, 
replacement of pneumatic equipment, upgrade of lighting 
system and the cleaning and repair of backwash lagoons. 
The WTP Staff had the Town owned watershed forest 
inventoried and developed a detailed Forest Management 
Plan. 

Congratulations to WTP Chief Operator, Janine 
Gillum, for passing the NH Grade II| Treatment exam as well 
as the NH Grade | Distribution exam. Also, congratulations 
to Randy Lampron for passing the NH Grade II Distribution 
exam and to Jason Emert for passing the Grade | 
Distribution exam. These certifications are critical and show 
the Town employee's commitment to their job and 
responsibility for providing safe drinking water, meeting all 
State and Federal regulations. 

The water distribution system contains over 13,000 
feet of old cast iron pipe and can create discolored water. If 
you experience these problems, please report it to the Water 
Department at 569-8155.

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LAKES REGION HOUSEHOLD HAZARDOUS PRODUCT FACILITY 
ANNUAL REPORT 2009 


The towns of Alton and Wolfeboro are members of 
the Facility with households attending by securing a free 
town-specific business card pass from their solid waste 
facilities. Other towns may attend on a fee basis. Pick up 
the LRHHPF signature mint green tri-fold flyer at the town 
hall or solid waste facility for more information. 

Attending in 2009 were 668 HH for HHW (Alton 244, 
Wolfeboro 332) and 96 for pharmaceutical disposal. 
LRHHPF continues to enable non-household disposals 
directly with the waste hauler. Non-member revenues 
reached a facility high at $5,069.32 including Bow, 
Canterbury, Contoocook, Farmington, Franconia, Gilmanton, 
Laconia, Moultonboro, Northwood, Ossipee, Sandwich, 
Strafford, Tamworth, and Tuftonboro. NH DES refers people 
state-wide as LRHHPF is the only NH HHW collection 
program accepting non-members. The state’s longest 
running medicine disposal program starts its 5" year in 2010 
and also accepts non-members for a separate fee. 

During 2010, the Facility will be open the 3 Saturday 
of the month May thru October, rain or shine, 8:30 AM-noon. 
Please mark your calendars for May 15, June 19, July 17, 
Aug 21, Sept 18, and Oct 16. June 19 and August 21 the 
Facility in Wolfeboro will host special medicine collections as 
well as the usual HHW drop-offs. 

Two additional on-site collections in Alton for their 
households will be held on July 10 and Sept 11, 2010. The 
fall collection includes pharmaceuticals. Alton residents may 
also attend the Wolfeboro Facility the third Saturday of the 
month. 

Please note the special medicine collections dates as 
a strict protocol to comply with local, state, and federal 
regulations requires specialized personnel to accept those 
products. SWANA, the Solid Waste Association of North 
America, visited the Facility as part of a one day technical 
training session by LRHHPF and NH DES in the proper 
method of medicine disposal. 
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Solid Waste Facility/Transfer Station personnel issue 
LRHHPF member passes, and assist in myriad ways to 
educate people about the program for safe, convenient, 
environmentally sound disposal. The LRHHPF Joint Board 
thanks them, Pharmacist Brenda McBride, Alton and 
Wolfeboro Police, Shanna Chase for survey taking, Amy 
Capone-Muccio for pharmaceutical data entry, and 
volunteers. ; 

Please bring all hazardous products in their original 
containers to the LRHHPF Facility, 404 Beach Pond Road. 
Two bright yellow signs at the entrance near the Solid Waste 
Facility will guide you on collection Saturdays.

The 2009 year for the Electric Department continued to 
offer numerous challenges and corresponding efforts in 
order to improve the level of service to our customers. 
Activities this year included the connection of 31 new 
services, completion of 16 system improvements, 39 
customer service upgrades, and responses to 651 customer 
service orders. Right-of-way tree trimming for the year 
totaled 4.7 miles of re-clearing and 520 man-hours of hourly 
take downs including storm trouble assistance. In a 
continued effort to test all of the electrical meters throughout 
the system; 305 electric meters were tested this past year for 
accuracy by meter technician, James Shannon. 

The decline in building and new service connections has 
allowed us to shift our efforts towards system improvement 
projects in order to continually advance the reliability of the 
distribution system. These projects included the phase | 
reconstruction of the single phase tap beyond the Libby 
Museum to new 15kV rated standards. A complete street 
light survey was completed in 2009 and has significantly 
improved the billing accuracy of both public and private lights 
within our system. 

The construction agreements with Fairpoint were formally 
reviewed and amended to represent current costs and 
procedures associated with joint pole ownership within our 
franchise area. | would like to thank field planner, Bob 
Kempton and administrative assistant, Judy Cormier for their 
efforts in this accomplishment. 

As part of the 2009 warrant article request, a new 
standing seam metal roof with an insulated deck was 
installed on the Electric Department’s “Armory” building. This 
has alleviated several leaks and will ultimately promote 
energy conservation as a long term goal. New bucket truck 
specifications were established and the bid for the 
replacement of the aging ME-2 was awarded to TELELECT 
through the James A. Kiley Company. Delivery of this 
vehicle is scheduled for the spring of 2010. 
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Efforts in converting all our customers onto the new 12.47 
kV electrical distribution system continued throughout 2009. 
The conversion of Center Street from Pickering Corner to the 
Wright Museum and Route 109 East represented the largest 
projects of the year. Once again | would like to thank our 
customers for their cooperation and understanding during 
these conversion activities. The field survey and engineering 
associated with the conversion of Pleasant Valley Road from 
4.16kV to 12.47kKV was completed in 2009 by PLM 
Engineering for submittal as a 2010 capital improvement 
request. This project is intended to correct several 
deficiencies in this area in regards to pole/wire structures 
and voltage performance.

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WELFARE REPORT FOR 2009 


The Welfare budget for 2009 had a very rough year 
due to the economy with clients losing their jobs and homes. 
Our budget was $104,646.80, but we have already spent 
$141,993.30 this year. Hopefully things will start picking up 
for 2010. 

Anyone may apply for general assistance by 
completing a written application. You may download the 
application from the Town Website www.wolfeboro.nh.us. If 
there is more than one adult residing in the household they 
are required to fill out the application also. The Guidelines 
were adopted in 2008 and revised in 2009. Anyone denied 
assistance may file a request for a Fair Hearing. When an 
application is made for general assistance the Welfare 
Director provides the applicant with a Notice of Rights. The 
applicant will be responsible for reporting all facts necessary 
to determine eligibility. The Welfare Director may assist the 
applicant in completing the application if the applicant is 
physically or mentally unable to complete the application. 
The applicant is responsible to notify the Welfare Officer of 
any changes to their circumstances. Whenever an applicant 
is a relative of the landlord, the landlord must provide proof 
before any assistance is given. The cap on rental payment 
has gone up due to the economy. 

The department spent on rentals and mortgages for 
the year 2009 a total of $88,433.27. Any client that owns 
their own home, the Town will lien their property in the 
amount of assistance. Also for rental assistance the Town 
does not pay for the security deposit just for the first month's 
rent. 

Food vouchers have been a big issue this year due to 
people losing their jobs. We spent $22,697.56 in food 
vouchers. The amount of the food voucher is based on the 
size of the family. The voucher can not be used for pet food, 
tobacco, or alcohol. The client does not receive money back 
if the voucher is not fully used. 

We do have a Food Pantry and it is open on 
Wednesday from 10:00 AM — 1:00 PM. If the Food Pantry is 
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closed and your family needs food, please call the Welfare 
Office at 569-8151 Monday through Friday. 8:00 AM — Noon. 
The Food Pantry has been serving approximately 135 
people a week. 

We've also had big issues on outstanding electric and 
water bills. If a person is behind in these two bills they 
should see Brenda LaPointe at the Town Office and she will 
set up a payment plan. We have spent $3,821.95 for 
emergency situations regarding utilities. 

Medical services are available at Huggins Hospital. If 
you need medication please contact Jack at the Medication 
Bridge at Huggins Hospital by calling 569-2150 to make an 
appointment. 

For fuel assistance please call Tri-County CAP at 
323-7400 to make an appointment. If you are out of oil 
please contact the Welfare Office. You must apply for fuel 
assistance before the Town provides you with oil. The 
Welfare Office has been blessed once again from the Lions 
Club. The Lions Club has provided $10,000.00 in funds for 
clients needing oil. There is also the Mary Martin Fund 
which is provided by Tom Bickford. Please see me for an 
application. | also have many churches that help out with 
funding. 

| would like to thank each and everyone one that 
donated for clients in need and also for donating gifts to the 
Welfare Office. God bless each and everyone and hopefully 
things will start turning around for 2010 and we have a great 
year.

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Report of the Director of Parks and Recreation 
Annual Report 2009 


Wolfeboro is a community that is uniquely blessed 
with a beautiful lakeside mountain setting and a population 
that continually supports recreation of all sorts. We are lucky 
to have 4 great seasons to recreate here—from skiing, to 
hockey, swimming at our 3 beautiful beaches, organized 
youth sports, sailing, biking and more—there is_ truly 
something for everyone. 

The Department of Parks and Recreation enrolled 
3,570 individual participants in programs (3,233 in 2008) and 
we offered well over 100 programs. We had over 2,730 
individual skier visits to Abenaki Ski Area (1,995 in 2008) 
and we estimate an additional 58,000 visitors to Pop Whalen 
Arena during games, hockey leagues and public skating. 
Our youth sports programs are strong and we ran our largest 
Granite Man Triathlon ever with close to 400 participants. In 
the future, we are planning to continue our current 
programming while expanding options for adults and seniors 
in the area. | 

We undertook a number of large scale projects in 
2009 that will benefit the community of Wolfeboro. We built a 
72 space overflow parking lot at Pop Whalen Arena to ease 
congestion during busy games and ski days, conducted a 
beach restoration project at Albee Beach, built ADA 
accessible paths at Foss Field and Clark Park, and installed 
new energy efficient lighting throughout Cate Park. 

Our Maintenance Staff continued to do an excellent 
job of caring for our parks, paths, garden beds, cemeteries, 
beaches, public buildings and natural areas throughout town. 
In addition they oversaw the facility operations at Pop 
Whalen Arena, Abenaki Ski Area and the Community 
Center. 

Abenaki Ski Area had a particularly good year due to 
increased publicity, snowmaking and _ general public 
awareness that Abenaki is back up and running after a 
number of years of dormancy. The staff and volunteers 
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continued ongoing snowmaking and grooming operations 
and we have a top notch terrain park, 6 trails, 2 rope tows 
and a brand new glade trail that we have named “Don's 
Drop” in honor of former Director of Parks and Recreation, 
Don Brookes. 

Pop Whalen Arena continues to offer one of the 
“cleanest, coldest and cheapest” rinks in the state, and local 
residents and visitors alike enjoy affordable public skating, 
stick practice and fitness lap skating here on a daily basis. A 
new dasher board advertising program offers local 
businesses an opportunity to support their hometown arena 
and gain valuable exposure for their business as well. 

As we move into the future, we continue to strive to 
serve as a Clearinghouse for local recreational opportunities. 
We offer online registration 24 hours a day, bi-weekly email 
newsletters highlighting our events as well as those of other 
groups in the area, and have created a full-featured new 
website that provides access and links to literally hundreds 
of recreational opportunities for residents of all ages. 

Many thanks to the _ staff, volunteers, coaches, 
referees, event staff and others who make what we do 
possible. We look forward to seeing you all out enjoying the 
beauty of Wolfeboro, making memories with friends and 
family and having fun together as a community.

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Annual Report of 
Trustees of the Trust Funds 


The Trustees of the Trust Funds have sole authority to administer all Trust 
Funds held by the town. In 2009, the Trustees continued the work of 
overseeing the trust funds of the town of Wolfeboro, ensuring that they were 
securely invested and that the expenditures from said funds were used in 
ways that would benefit the people of the community. 


Funds administered by the Trustees are listed on the following pages. The 
total for expenditures from all funds, including Capital Reserves were 
$354,368. Additions to funds included $170,000 to Capital Reserve 
Accounts, $30,305 to the Debt Retirement Fund for the Governor Wentworth 
Regional School District, $2,450 for the sale of cemetery plots and $2,073 as 
a Donation from the NH Lakes Association for Milfoil Eradication. 


In other matters, Trustees wrote a Cy Pres document to petition the court for 
a change of purpose for the Blake Folsom Trust. The original intent of the 
trust, as written in 1910, has become outdated and funds from the trust can 
no longer be expended. 


A new manual was developed by Trustees for the purpose of recording 
policies and votes that would serve as reference for present and future 
Trustees as they make policy determinations. 


In other business, Trustees awarded scholarships at the Annual Awards night 
at Kingswood Regional High School, worked to improve cemetery 
maintenance, and approved disbursements for many worthy causes. 
Treasurer Ralph Joslin continued to provide detailed financial reports to the 
committee regarding investments and expenditures of Trust Funds. Trustee 
Mary O’Brien was reelected to a third term. Trustee Richard Shurtleff 
oversaw projects including the writing of the Cy Pres petition and the 
development of the policy manual. 


The Trustees are committed to insuring the sound investment of all Trust 
Funds. Following are statements of income, expenditures and investments of 
the trust funds administered by the Trustees of the Trust Funds for the town 
of Wolfeboro for the year ended December 31, 2009:

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2009 Report of the Library Director 


Usage continues to climb as people increasingly take 
advantage of the many resources available at the library. 
More people are visiting the library, sitting down to read 
magazines or newspapers, chatting with friends, using the 
Internet or asking a question they were unable to find the 
answer to themselves. Compared to 2008 there was a 10% 
increase in circulation figures, a 27% increase in questions 
asked and a 21% increase in attendance at library programs. 
A relatively new service, providing downloadable books, saw 
a 25% increase this year with 976 books downloaded. 

Efforts to maximize the available space, increase 
efficiency and improve access to collections continued in 
2009. Projects included: 

e Rearranging the children’s section to utilize the area 
in front of the window for children to play and have 
story time. 

e Moving collections, such as the adult audio books, to 
create room to grow the collection as well as to 
provide easier access. 

e Weeding and interfiling smaller collections into the 
non-fiction collection so as to locate similar materials 
together and free up shelving for other uses. 

e Reducing the number of back issues of periodicals to 
create space to grow other collections, while using 
on-line databases for older articles. 

e Installing an ADA accessible and more user friendly 
circulation desk. 

e Creating cataloging for archival materials that 
previously were not included in the library’s database. 
With the acquisition in December 2008 of the property 

adjacent to the library, a Building Committee began to 
investigate ideas for a future expansion of the library. During 
2009 work by the committee resulted in the development of 
a Request for Bids for Conceptual Alternative Architectural 
Plans. Seventeen firms responded to this request and 
Johnson Roberts Associates was selected. Pending voter 
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approval, an interactive process involving staff, the public, 
town officials and others will begin in March 2010 to develop 
the best alternative long range plans for the library.

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Wolfeboro Milfoil Control Committee 2009 
Annual Report 


The Wolfeboro Milfoil Control Committee (Committee) 
and the Lake Wentworth Association (LWA) continued their 
quest to control, and where possible, to eradicate the 
invasive exotic aquatic plant species, variable milfoil, from 
Back Bay (BB), Lake Wentworth (LW) and Crescent Lake 
(CL). Purging the bodies of water listed above of variable 
milfoil is part of a series of five year management plans 
drafted by the NH Department of Environmental Services 
(NHDES), the LWA and the Committee for each lake and 
bay. The key theme linking each plan is the direction of 
water flow that ultimately discharges into Wolfeboro Bay. 
The LWA completed year three of LW and Cl plans by 
chemically treating a small portion of LW near the Fernald 
Brook area and conducting repeat weekends of hand pulling 
for milfoil by the LWA dive team over the summer. 

Concurrently, the Committee in conjunction with 
NHDES implemented the second year of a five year plan for 
BB by contracting with New England Milfoil, a contractor with 
certified milfoil divers, to complete eight days of milfoil 
suction harvesting during June, July and August. As fall 
approached, a decision to chemically retreat approximately 
15 acres in selected portions of BB was agreed upon by the 
Committee to occur in mid-September. The expressed 
purpose of the treatment was to attack missed plants during 
suction harvesting and to eliminate the exposed remnants of 
milfoil plant root systems not completely removed by 
harvesting. In mid-October, a follow-up survey of BB 
demonstrated at least 98-99% milfoil plant demise within the 
entire bay! Next spring, another survey will be conducted to 
determine the level of effort required in BB for year three of 
BB’s milfoil management plan for 2010. The Committee is 
optimistic that a minimal effort via suction harvesting will be 
needed in BB, and that harvesting resources will be 
available to open a new management plan for milfoil removal 
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in two areas of Wolfeboro Bay near the Cate Park docks and 
Windrifter Resort mooring field. 

The Committee has received assistance from 
members of the Abenaki Water Ski Club, including the Water 
Ski Club’s oversight of the NH Lakes Association's Lake 
Host Program that monitors boat ramps in Wolfeboro. The 
Lake Hosts provide boater education about milfoil and check 
for milfoil on boats and trailers to prevent the spread to other 
lakes. 

The Committee also wishes to thank the Selectmen, 
Town Manager David Owen, the Back Bay Association and 
Dive Winnipesaukee for their continued encouragement and 
support. The Committee also sincerely appreciates the 
news coverage of milfoil abatement projects in Wolfeboro 
from the Granite State News. 

The NHDES is acknowledged for their financial grant 
assistance for BB, likewise from the Abenaki Water Ski Club, 
the Wolfeboro Fund for their private financial donations and 
the residents of the Town of Wolfeboro for general fund 
support. Finally, a special thank you to all the members of 
the Committee who deserve much credit for their willingness 
to volunteer and graciously help whenever necessary to 
accomplish the Committee’s goals!
